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Each  Llonday  morning  when  there  is. anything  of  importance 
to  announce,  a  mimeographed  faculty  bulletin  will  be  placed 
in  the  mail  box  of  each  faculty  member.   This  bulletin  will 
carry  official  announcements,  and  sometimes  brief  discussions 
of  problems  that  concern  the  whole  teaching  staff. 


Meetings 

The  curriculum  committee  will  meet  in  Mr.  Warren's  room 
on  Tuesday  morning  during  the  chapel  period.   To  this  meeting 
each  member  of  the  committee  is  ashed  to  bring  tentative  sug- 
gestions for  procedure. 


Announcement  for  the  Sponsors  of  Freshmen  0-roups 

One  suggestion  that  was  overlooked  last  week  when  the 
meeting  for  freshmen  sponsors  was  held  was  that  the  Dea.n  of 
Men  act  as  chairman  of  the  group  of  freshmen  sponsors  for  boys 
and  the  Dean  of  '?omen  of  the  group  of  freshmen  sponsors  for 
girls.   It  is  not  intended  that  the  chairmen  of  the  groups  are 
to  concern  themselves  particularly  about  the  method  of  handling 
individual  groves .   However,  there  will  doubtless  be  certain 
general  problems  of  organization  and  administration  that  will 
have  to  be  taken  up  separately  by  the  two  groups  of  sponsors. 
Administrative  matters  that  concern  the  sponsorship  program 
as  a  whole  will  be  taken  up  under  the  chairmanship  of  Miss 
Bowyer.   Miss  Bowyer,  as  general  chairman,  with  Mr.  Lents  and 
Miss  Woody  have  full  authority  and  responsibility  to  work  cut 
the  details  of  the  sponsorship  program. 


A  Suggestion  for  Winter  Term  Programs 

Heads  of  departments  are  asked  to  come  into  the  office 
and  fill  out  their  winter  term  programs  in  the  usual  way.   The 
faculty  program  committee,  of  which  Mr.  Neckers  is  chairman, 
will  go  over  the  program  for  conflicts  and  other  objections 
after  it  is  made  as  they  did  last  summer. 

Mr.  Llrv'ln  of  the  Training  Schools  suggests  that  in 
making  up  winter  ter~i  programs  each  faculty  member  be  asked  to 
specify  in  advance  tie  day  of  the  week  when  each  class  is  to 
take  its  off  period.  Mr.  llerwin  believes  that  it  will  be  a 
great  convrj^ience  to  some  of  the  students  who  are  working 
outside  or  taking  practice  teaching  if  they  know  when  they 


register  when  their  off  days  arc  going  to  be. 

In  considering  this  suggestion,  I  think  it  well  for  us 
to  bear  in  mind  that  the  weekly  off  day  does  give  flexibility 
to  the  whole  college  program,  and  that  we  should  not  therefore 
expect  any  teacher  to  be  rigidly  bound  not  to  use  the  announced 
off  period  when  his  own  weekly  schedule  or  that  of  the  college 
causes  him  to  miss  a  regular  class. 


Mr.  Nolen  is  Director  of  Extension  Service 

Mr.  Russell  M.  Nolen  of  the  Economics  Department  has 
been  appointed  Director  of  Extension  service  for  the  College. 
When  Mr.  Nolen  first  became  a  member  of  the  staff,  he  spent 
all  of  his  time  in  extension  work.   This  experience  should 
stand  him  in  good  stead  in  planning  and  administering  the  ex- 
tension services  of  the  school. 

By  extension  services  we  mean  not  only  the  classes  for 
credit  that  are  held  off  the  campus  or  on  the  campus  at  irreg- 
ular hours,  but  also  all  other  activities  of  the  school  in 
which  its  services  are  extended  to  individuals  who  are  not  in 
residence  as  students.   The  work  in  the  C.  C.  C.  camps,  and  such 
services  as  those  given  to  the  Women's  Club  Educational  Forum, 
and  to  the  institute  for  teachers  in  the  W.  P.  A.  Emergency 
Schools,  both  to  be  held  on  the-  campus  soon,  are  examples,  of 
extension  service.   All  questions  that  deal  with  any  of  these 
activities  of  the  College  are  to  be  referred  to  Mr.  Nolen. 


Mr.  Merwin  to  Plan  Armistice  Day  Programs 

Monday,  November  11,  is  Armistice  Day  and  also. the  first 
day  of  American  Education  Week.   It  is  proper  that  this  school 
should  do  something  toward  observing  these  occasions.   Mr.  Bruce 
W.  Merwin  has  been  asked  to  arrange  a  program  for  the  chapel 
period,  and  also  an  evening  program  to  be  held  in  the  Auditorium 
to  which  representatives  of  neighboring  schools  and  civic  groups 
are  to  be  invited.   Dean  Benner  of  the  Department  of  Education 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,  now  prominent  in  the  work  of  the 
Governor's  commission  for  recommending  school  reforms  has  accept- 
ed Mr.  Merv.-in's  invitation  to  speak  on  this  occasion.

At  the  request  of  Mr.  McAndrew,  the  Dean  of  the  College 
and  I  have  set  Monday,  September  7,  1936,  as  the  opening  day 
for  the  fall  term  next  year.

Classroom  and  Schedule  Administrative  Policy 

All  questions  concerning  individual  student  programs  of 
study  and  all  questions  related  to  the  change  of  classrooms  or 
the  change  of  class  time  will  henceforth  be  referred  to  the  Dean 
of  the  College  instead  of  to  the  President.   In  the  faculty  bulle- 
tin for  next  week  Dean  Wham  will  have  a  set  of  detailed  instructions 
for  the  guidance  of  faculty  members  in  the  handling  of  student 
assignment  cards  and  other  suggestions  concerning  the  administra- 
tion of  student  programs. 


Our  Armistice  Day  Program 

As  it  has  been  previously  announced,  the  college  is  sponsor- 
ing a  oublic  meeting  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  November  11,  to 
observe  Armistice  Day  and  the  first  day  of  American  Education 
Week.   Dean  Thomas  E.  Benner  of  the  University  of  Illinois  has 
been  asked  to  make  the  address  on  an  appropriate  subject.   For 
a  number  of  reasons  we  are  anxious  to  make  this  meeting  a  success. 
We  are  asking  therefore  that  all  members  of  the  faculty  help  to 
give  publicity  to  the  program  among  school  people  and  other  so- 
cially minded  citizens  of  the  regions  round-about,  and  that  we  use 
all  of  our  influence  to  get  the  student  body  out  for  the  meeting. 

It  is  important  both  for  the  welfare  of  the  college  itself 
and  for  its  effectiveness  in  doing  its  work  that  we  maintain  close 
and  cordial  relations  with  the  people  of  our  region.   I  am  asking 
therefore  that  all  of  the  faculty  members  be  at  some  pains  both 
to  extend  to  their  friends  personal  invitations  to  attend  the  meet' 
ing  and  to  greet  our  visitors  cordially  vhen  they  come. 


Faculty  Library  Privileges 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  by  a  number  of  members  of  the 
faculty  that  the  special  privileges  granted  to  faculty  members  at 
the  library  are  sometimes  abused.   We  do  not  want  to  place  irri- 
tating restrictions  upon  faculty  library  privileges,  but  the 
faculty  as  a  whole  and  the  librarians  as  well  as  the  students  have 
a  right  to  expect  faculty  members  not  to  keep  books  and  magazines 
out  of  the  library  for  indefinite  periods  of  time  while  others 
would  like  to  have  them. 
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The  Curriculum  Committee  Not  a  Cloned  Body 

I  hive  been  asked  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Curriculum  Committee 
to  announce  that  the  committee  is  not  a  closed  corporation  to  which 
no  one  is  to  be  added.   Indeed,  we  are  anxious  that  any  member  of 
the  staff  who  has  given  some  thought  to  the  problems  involved  or 
who  is  deeply  interested  in  studying  them  now  may  be  .added  to  the 
committee  at  his  own  request  or  at  the  suggestion  of  his  friends. 
For  the  present,  at  least,  the  committee  will  be  primarily  concerned 
with  studying  the  general  philosophical  foundations  of  the  curric~ 
ulum  for  public  education  ».s  a  whole,  and  the  literature  "rhich  deals 
with  the  special  problem  of  the  teachers  college  curriculum.   Even 
if  no  very  great  changes  are  made  in  the  curriculum,  a  period 
devoted  to  this  kind  of  study  by  a  committee  of  the  faculty  ought 
tobe  worth  a  great  deal  to  the  school. 


F.  £r.  A.  Assignments 

The  F.  S.  A.  Committee  and  Mrs.  Gum  have  asked  me  to  announce 
that  all  F.  S.  A.  students  are  definitely  assigned  to  specific 
duties  under  the  direction  of  some  faculty  member  or  some  local 
school  authority.   For  this  reason  it  will  be  impossible  for  the 
F.  S.  A.  office  to  furnish  groups  of  students  for  casual  labor  to 
anyone  who  calls  for  such  help.   The  only  way  F.  S.  A.  students  can 
now  be  secured  for  casual^  labor  is  to  ask  members  of  the  faculty 
to  whom  they  have  been  assigned  to  loan  them  for  the  time  that  is 
required  for  the  work  inquest! on. 


Announcements  of  Faculty  Publications 

On  Thursday  of  last  week  Mr.  Merwln  sent  to  the  office  a 
copy  of  the  current  number  of  the  Journal  of  Chemi cal  Education 
in  which  he  has  an  article  entitled  "The  Development  of  the  Curric- 
ulum in  College  Chemistry".   The  article  is  a  report  of  some 
research  which  he  has  done  on  the  history  of  the  development  of 
the  chemistry  curriculum. 

I  appreciated  his  courtesy  in  sending  me  the  magazine  and 
would  like  to  ask  that  call  members  of  the  staff,  whenever  they 
have  anything  published,  call  the  attention  of  the  office  to  the 
publication,  so  that  proper  notice  may  be  given  to  such  evidences 
of  active  scholarship  on  the  staff.

The  heads  of  the  departments  should  complete  the  Winter 
Term  schedules  today  in  order  that  the  program  committee  may 
have  time  tonakethe  necessary  changes. 
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A  Plan  for  No  Credit  English  Classes 

In  every  college  in  which  I  have  either  studied  or  taught, 
there  was  a  certain  proportion  of  the  students  who  had  not  learned 
to  write  acceptable  papers.   Miss  Bowyer  and  some  of  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  English  Department  have  worked  out  a  tentative  plan 
for  establishing  no  credit  clinic  classes  for  students  who  have 
not  mastered  the  simplest  fundamentals  of  written  English.   This 
plan  was  discussed  by  the  Council  of  Administration,  which  consists 
of  the  three  Deans  and  the  President,  at  their  regular  meeting  last 
Monday  afternnon,  and  it  was  decided  to  try  it  out  for  a  few  terms. 

Under  the  plan  there  will  be  organized  as  many  no  credit 
English  courses  as  will  be  needed  to  take  care  of  the  students  who 
need  them.   We  are  hoping  that  not  more  than  one  class  will  be 
needed.   These  classes  will  remain  open  during  the  first  month  of 
every  term,  and  any  teacher  in  the  college  may  recommend  that  a 
student  be  required  to  enter  the  class.   When  a  teacher  of  any  sub- 
ject receives  written  work  vhLch  clearly  indicates  either  that  the 
student  does  not  know  or  does  not  care  to  observe  the  ordinary  con-, 
ventions  of  goo^ writing,  he  will  send  a  note  to  Dean  Wham  recom- 
mending that  the  "ipe^requ  i  red  to  take  the  no  credit  course  in  English. 
Dean  Wham  will  then  notify  the  student  that  he  must  see  Miss  Bowyer 
about  the  matter.   Miss  Bowyer  will  arrange  to  have  the  student  pre- 
sent some  of  his  written  work  for  inspection;  and  if  her  judgment 
agrees  with  that  of  the  faculty  member  who  recommended  the  student, 
he  will  be  asked  to.  enter  the  English  clinic  class.   He  v/ill 
remain  in  the  class  until  he  has  made  satisfactory  improvement  in 
his  written  English.   This  may  be  two  v/eeks  or  two  years. 

Just  as  soon  as  he  satisfies  the  English  Department  that 
he  is  able  and  willing  to  take  the  trouble  to  observe  good  English 
form,  and  to  make  constant  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  his 
written  English,  he  will  be  excused  from  the  clinic  class.   As 
long  as  he  is  carrying  his  other  work  satisfactorily,  he  will  be 
permitted  to  take  the  no  credit  work  in  addition  to  a  full  load  of 
regular  work.   If,  however,  his  average  for  the  term  previous  to 
the  one  in  which  he  is  sent  to  the  English  clinic  class  is  below  C, 
he  will  be  asked  to  drop  one  of  his  regular  subjects  in  order  to 
take  the  work  in  English.   Handwriting,  as  long  as  it  is  legible, 
is  not  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  but  spelling  and  all  other 
aspects  of  written  English  form  are. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  plan  will  place  the  responsibility 
for  Improvement  squarely  on  the  student  himself,  and  that  most 
students,  when  they  are  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  taking 
extra  work  because  of  their  English  deficiency,  will  quickly  take 
pains  to  remedy  the  deficiency.   Those  who  cannot  do  this  are  by 
virtue  of  this  fact  not  suitable  material  for  the  teachers  college; 
and  the  sooner  we  make  it  so  uncomfortable  for  them  that  they  with- 
draw from  school,  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 


It  is  our  plan  to  have  this  no  credit  course  scheduled  for 
the  seventh  hour  next  term.   We  are  asking  that  all  faculty  members 
cooperate  with  us  in  holding  the  threat  of  assignment  to  the  no 
credit  English  class  over  the  heads  of  students  who  are  careless  in 
the  use  of  English,  and  to  recommend  those  who  obviously  should  be 
sent  to  the  class. 


The  Armistice  Day  Program 

As  has  been  previously  announced,  teachers  are  asked  to 
help  as  much  as  they  can  to  insure  a  good  big;  crowd  for  the  Armis- 
tice Day  program  next  Monday  evening.   We  i#a*&  the  school  to  derive 
the  largest  possible  benefit  from  this  program,  and  we  want  to 
give  Dean  Benner  a  good  reception. 


Conference  on  Social  Hygiene 

On  Tuesday,  November  12,  Mrs.  Margaret  Wells  Wood  of  the 
National  Council  on  Social  Hygiene,  working  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Illinois  State  Department  of  Public  Health  will  appear  on  the 
campus  to  meet  some  student  groups  and  to  confer  with  the  admin- 
istrative officers  of  the  college.   Mrs.  Wood  will  appear  on  this 
campus  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y,  M  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
They  are  planning  the  day's  program  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Hinrichs 
and  paying  for  the  services  of  Mrs.  Wood.

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Rules  Governing  Assignment 

The  following  rules  governing  assignments  have  been  formu- 
lated by  Dean  Wham  for  the  guidance  of  class  advisors  and  students 
during  registration  for  the  winter  term: 

1.  No  student  is  to  do  any  writing  on  the  assignment  card. 

2.  The  class  Examiner  is  to  make  all  entries  on  the  assign- 
ment care?  as  to  subjects  to  be  taken.   All  changes  that 
may  be  made  subsequently  are  to  be  made  by  the  Examiner. 

3.  Dean  Wham  is  to  authorize  the  taking  of  more  or  fewer 
than  four  subjects.   Such  authorization  is  to  be  recorded 
on  the  assignment  carol. 

4.  Before  a  student  may  discontinue  a  subject,  he  must  have 
the  consent  of  the  teacher  of  the  subject,  the  Examiner, 
and  Dean  Wham.   The  teacher's  consent  is  indicated  en  the 
assignment  card  by  the  word  "Excused"  and  the  teacher's 
initials;  the  Examiner's,  by  the  symbol  "O.K."  and  ini- 
tials; and  Dean  Wham's  by  his  "O.K."  and.  initials—all 

on  the  student's  assignment  card. 

5.  An  assignment  card  is  to  be  regard.ed  as  a  school  document, 
to  be  signed  by  teachers  and  returned  by  the  student  to 
the  Examiner  not  later  than  the  close  of  Wednesday  of 
Registration  Week. 

6.  An  assignment  rule  of  long  standing  forbids  the  assign- 
ment of  subjects  more  than  a  year  above  or  below  the 
student's  classification.   Deviations  from  this  rule,  if 
any,  must  be  authorized  by  Dean  Wham* 

7.  Anothr r  assignment  rule  is  to  utilize  the  first  two  years 
for  general  education—in  other  ,vcrds,  for  securing  the 
basic  sore ad  of  culture  provided  by  100  and  ?00  courses. 
Assignments  during  the  first  t^o  years  should  spread  the 
student's  basic  education  into  the  four  fundamental 
Fields  or  Divisions:   Biological  Sciences;  Social  Sciences; 
Physical  Sciences,  including  Mathematics  and  Geography; 
and  Humanities,  including  Languages,  Literature,  Art  and 
Music, 
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Curriculum  Committee  Meeting 

The  meeting  of  the  curriculum  committee  which  Wftfi  to  be- 
held last  Tuesday  morning  will  be  held  on  Thursday  morning  of  this 
week,  at  chapel  time.   Mr.  Swartz  and  Mr.  Muckelroy  have  been 
placed  on  the  committee. 

The  curriculum  committee  and  the  committee  consisting  of 
the  freshman  examiner  and  the  sponsors  of  the  freshmen  grouos  have 
a  fine  opportunity  to  improve  the  service  of  this  college  to  the 
students  and  the  schools  of  southern  Illinois,  and  to  bring  dis- 
tinction to  the  college  for  constructive  work  in  the  field  of 
teachers  college  education.   These  two  committees  are  the  spear 
points  of  progress  for  the  college.   With  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  term,  we  hope  to  set  a  third  important  committee  to  work. 


Proposed  Change g  in  Registration  Procedure 

Registration  day  for  the  winter  quarter  is  Holiday,  December 
2.   The  following  changes  in  registration  are  to  be  tried  out  in 
order  to  speed  up  the  process  anfl  to  do  away  with  the  necessity  of 
long  lines  of  students: 

1.  Fees  are  to  be  paid  on  Monday  and  on  such  days  in 
the  preceding  quarter  as  the  Business  Office  shall  designate* 

2.  Students  are  to  be  allowed  to  register  before  paying 
fees  if  they  desire;  in  fact,  the  student  is  to  be  allowed  to 
satisfy  his  registration  requirements  in  any  order.   Class 
advisors  at  their  discretion  may  assign  students  to  classes 
prior  to  registration  day.   If  this  plan  is  to  be  followed 

in  either  of  the  upper  classes,  the  advisor  will  make  what- 
ever arrangements  are  necessary  with  the  students  in  his 
class. 

3.  Registration  cards  are  to  be  checked  by  representa- 
tives of  the  Registrar's  office  in  the  foyer  in  the  Auditorium. 
The  Business  Office  will  collect  and  number  these  cards  when 
fees  are  paid. 

4.  The  Business  Office  will  give  the  student  a  fee  or 
receipt  card  on  the  payment  of  his  fees.   This  card  will  be 
used  for  admission  to  games  and  entertainments  to  which  the 
student  is  entitled.   The  same  card  will  be  presented  to  the 
officials  at  the  gymnasiums  as  indication  of  eligibility  for 
towel  checks.   Towel  checks  will  be  issued  at  gymnasium. 

5.  The  School  Physician  will  give  examinations  at  stated 
hours  during  the  last  weeks  of  the  preceding  term  as  "'ell  as 
on  registration  day. 

6.  A  penalty  will  be  asse  ssed  for  failure  on  the  part 
of  a  student  to  take  the  physical  examination,  as  well  as 
for  late  payment  of  fees.   Directory  cards  will  be  filled  out 
at  the  assembly  exorcises  on  Wednesday.   Students  ,_rho  have 
not  filled  out  directory  cards  or  who  have  not  turned  in 
assignment  cards  to  the  Examiners  by  the  close  of  the  day  on 


Wednesday  following  registration  will  be  asked  to  pay  an 
additional  fifty  cent  late  filing  fee. 


Final  Grade s  DueTr~iday,  November  29 

Final  grades  for  the  Fall  Quarter  should  be  in  the  office 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  last  examination,  or  by  1:30, 
Friday,  November  29. 

Class  instructors  are  expected  to  sign  the  students' 
Winter  Quarter  assignment  cards  on  Tuesday,  December  3. 


"Be  Your  Age" 


The  slang  expression  which  appears  above  was  current  a 
number  of  years  ago.   The  violent  controversy  that  seems  to  be 
raging  in  the  Egyptian  and  in  certain  circles  on  the  campus 
concerning  the  organized  houses  suggests  that  there  still  are 
situations  where  it  fits  beautifully.   To  begin  with,  it  appears 
that  mature  young  people,  well  past  their  majority,  who  apparently 
have  good  ability  ought  to  be  concerned  about  more  important 
things  than  whether  or  not  the  individual  who  is  selected  to 
polish  the  door  knobs  for  the  sophomore  hop  belongs  to  a  frater- 
nity. 

One  is  tempted  to  go  further.   Unless  some  bits  of  evidence 
that  have  come  to  the  office  are  misleading,  students  are  not  the 
only  people  on  this  campus  who  need  to  b e  urged  to  maintain  the 
dignity  of  their  maturity.   Itr  appears  that  some  members  of  the 
staff  have  an  unwholesome  thirst  for  minor  recognition  about  the 
campus  and  a  tendency  to  resort  to  petty  intrigue  to  get  it.   A 
responsible  scholar,  concerned  about  important  things  connected 
with  his  field  of  study,  ought  not  to  have  either  time  or  disposi- 
tion to  worry  about  who  is  the  social  lion  of  the  passing  hour. 
Nor  should  he  give  himself  any  anxiety  of  spirit  over  any  kind 
of  recognition  that  a  fellow  member  of  the  faculty  might  happen 
to  get.   After  all,  the  amount  of  glory  in  this  world  is  not  a 
fixed  quantity.   Any  amount  of  it  that  may  come  to  one  person 
does  not  necessarily  lessen  the  available  supply  upon  v.hich 
another  might  subsequently  want  to  draw.   May  I  urge  upon  all  of 
those  who  are  prone  to  be  disturbed  by  petty  things:  "Be  your  age.M 
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I  should  like  to  have  all  class  advisors  and  their  assistants 
in  making  out  student  schedules  to  meet  with  the  council  of  admin- 
istration in  the  office  this  evening  at  3:00.  Any  class  advisor 
or  assistant  class  advisor  who  has  a  class  at  3:00  will  meet  his 
class,  and  make  an  appointment  with  Miss  Patterson  for  a  special 
conf erence.

We  Are  Using  Too  Much  Electricity 

In  spite  of  efforts  in  some  quarters  to  avoid  wasting 
electric  current $   the  business  office  reports  our  bills  this 
year  are  running  higher  than  they  did  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  We  are  spending  more  than  $400.00  a  month  for  current. 
We  do  not  want  anyone  to  do  without  any  electrical  service  that 
is  really  needed  for  legitimate  school  purposes*  but  we  do  ask 
that  every  member  of  the  staff  help  eliminate  the  considerable 
amount  of  waste  that  must  exist.  Money  out  of  our  appropriation 
that  goes  for  unnecessary  electric  current  cuts  down  the  amount 
available  for  equipment  and  other  desirable  improvements. 


Departmental  Conferences 

in  the  near  future  a  series  of  departmental  conferences, 
in  which  all  members  of  the  staff  of  each  department  will  meet  with 
the  president  to  consider  some  specific  questions  concerning  aims, 
methods,  courses  offered  and  planned,  teaching  load,  relations 
with  other  departments  and  with  the  public  schools.  Department 
heads  may  want  to  prepare  some  materials  to  be  considered  in  their 
conference.  Miss  Patterson  will  arrange  with  the  head  of  each  dep- 
artment for  a  convenient  hour,  conferences  in  all  cases  will  be 
held  in  the  department  offices.

This  is  a  very  fine  showing  both  in  scholarly  production  and 
in  recognition  by  the  two  great  honor  societies.   We  would  have  a 
much  larger  number  of  members  of  Sigma  Xi  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  our 
faculty  did  their  undergraduate  work  in  teachers  colleges  and  were 
therefore  not  eligible  for  membership  in  either  of  the  honor  .■ 
societies  even  though  their  scholarship  would  have  entitled  them 
to  such  recognition  had  they  been  in  a  liberal  arts  college. 


It  appears  that  the  blanks  that 
year  both  for  the  North  Central 


we  have  been  asked  to  fill  out 
this  year  both  for  the  North  Central  Association  and  for  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Teachers  Colleges  place  greater  ettbhasis  than 
usual  on  scholarly  recognition  and  production.   This  does  not  mean, 
of  course,  that  this  is  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  work  of  a 
member  of  a  teachers  college  faculty.   Our  first  duty  is  still  to 
do  the  best  possible  job  of  teaching.   In  the  teachers  college, 
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research,  writing,  and  further  study  are  important  only  as  means  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  teaching.   Progress  in  scholarship  and 
research  are  not,  as  has  sometimes  been  assumed,  necessarily  incom- 
patible with  good  teaching.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  on  the  college 
and  the  graduate  level,  the  best  teaching  cannot  be  done  for  very 
long  unless  the  individual  who  does  the  teaching  is  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  further  study  of  his  field.   Incidently,  in  addition 
to  constant  study  in  his  field,  the  teachers  college  teacher  ought 
to  keep  up  in  the  field  of  educational  theory  and  method,  particu- 
larly as -It  relates  to  the  teachers  college.

The  University  Cafe  Promises  to  Cooperate 

Mr.  Lentz,  the  Dean  of  Men,  has  been  working  for  the  past 
several  weeks  on  some  plan  to  eliminate  the  unwholesome  features 
of  the  University  Cafe.   Last  Thursday  morning  he  succeeded  in 
getting  the  proprietor  of  the  cafe  to  agree  to  remove  all  visible 
evidences  of  the  sale  of  liquor  at  the  cafe  at  once,  to  close  out 
his  present  stock  as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  stop  the  sale  of 
liquor  at  the  cafe  altogether  by  the  first  of  January.   Certain 
other  agreements  relative  to  closing  hours  and  the  maintenance  of 
good  order  in  the  cafe  and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  kitchen  were 
also  made. 

This  is  a  most  important  accomplishment*   If  the  proprietor 
of  the  cafe  lives  up  to  his  agreement  completely,  it  will  be  up  to 
the  students  and  the  faculty. to  cooperate  to  demonstrate  to  him 
that  it  is  not  only  decent  but  profitable  to  operate  a  place  whose 
influence  is  not  unwholesome.   On  the  other  hand,  it  would  seem  to 
me  to  be  the  duty  of  members  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  decently 
disposed  majority  of  the  students  to  support  Mr.  Lentz  in  his  ef- 
forts to  see  to  it  that  his  agreement  is  lived  up  to  completely  and 
to  report. any  violations  of  it  that  may  occur.   Properly  operated,, 
the  University  Cafe  can  be  an  asset  to  the  campus  rather  than  a 
liability.   We  hope  we  can  succeed  in  getting  it  properly  operated. 


Observations  on  a  Health  Education  Class 

At  Miss  Denny's  invitation,  I  visited  her  Health  Education 
class  last  week  and  saw  there  an  excellent  application  on  the 
college  level  of  three  fundamental  orinclples  of  learning: 


1.  Students  learn  not  so  much  by  virtue  of  what  the  teacher 
does,  but  by  "'hat  the  teacher  gets  them  to  do.   Learning  is  an 
active  process;  as  William  James  phrased  it,  "There  is  no  impression 
without  correlative  expression."   Granted  intelligent  objectives, 
the  best  teacher  is  the  one  who  succeeds  in  arousing  the  maximum, 
amount  of  well  directed  activity  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

2.  'In  the  study  of  any  given  body  of  subject  matter  both 
teacher  and  students  should  clearly  define  and  always  keep  in  mind 
the  long  range  objectives  of  the  work  in  hand.   In  other  words, 

the  work  should  aim  directly  at  the  values  which  this  subject  matter 
is  supposed  to  have  for  helping  the  student  to  live  his  life  more 
happily  and  intelligently,  and  to  do  the  work  for  which  we  are 
training  him. 

3.  In  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  the  work  of  the  classroom 
should  be  brought  down  to  .earth,  and  home  to  the  experiences  and 
immediate  interests  of  the  students. 

One  of  the  discouraging  things  about  teaching  education  classes 
is  that  students,  when  they  go  out  to  teach,  usually  teach  as  they 
themselves  were  taught,  rather  than  according  to  the  principles  and 
methods  which  the  education  staff  and  the  training  school  are  trying 
to  establish.   The  way  in  which  classes  are  taught  in  a  teachers 
college  probably  has  more  to  do  with  determining  the  way  the  stu- 
dents will  teach  than  the  subject  matter  which  is  taught  them  in 
those  courses  that  are  directly  concerned  with  teaching  methods. 
It  is  therefore  more  important  in  a  teachers  college  than  anywhere 
else  that  most  of  the  teaching  be  of  superior  quality.   I  am  sure 
that  those  students  who  accept  the  kind  of  teaching  to  which  they 
were  exposed  in  Miss  Denny's  class  last  week  as  a  model  for  their 
own  work  will  not  go  very  far  astray.

Starting  the  English  Clinic  Class 

With  the  beginnin  of  this  term  we  expect  to  put  the  no- 
credit  English  course  which  was  announced  some  weeks  ago  into 
operation.  During  the  first  three  weeks  of  this  term,  it  is 
not  only  the  privilege  but  the  duty  of  every  teacher  to  assign 
to  the  non-credit  class  any  student,  whatever  his  classification 
may  be,  who  obviously  does  not  know  how  or  does  not  care  to  try 
to  observe  the  ordinary  conventions  of  good  writing. 

A  form  will  be  provided  for  assigning  a  student  to  the 
clinic.  This  form  will  be  filled  out  by  the  faculty  member  and 
sent  to  Dean  ftham»s  office.  Dean  Wham»s  secretary  will  arrange 
to  notify  the  student  that  he  is  to  report  to  Miss  Bowyer  for 
assignment  to  the  no-credit  English  class.   The  student  will  be 
excused  from  the  no-credit  English  class  just  as  soon  as  he 
gives  adequate  evidence  that  he  can  observe  the  ordinary  forms 
of  good  writing  in  all  his  classes.  Miss  Bowyer  or  someone  whom 
she  will  designate  will  be  the  judge. 

At  the  close  of  the  third  week  of  school,  Dean  WhamTs  secre- 
tary will  make  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  students  who  have  been 
assigned  to  the  no-credit  bourse1  in"  English  which  will  be  sent  to 
the  Registrar.  At  the  end  of  the  term  students  whose  names 
appear  on  this  list  will  have  to  secure  clearance  from  the  Eng- 
lish Department  before  their  grades  in  any  subjects  will  be  re- 
corded.  Details  of  the  administration  will  be  worked  out  by  Mr. 
flham  and  Miss  Bowyer. 

The  primary  responsibility  for  filling  the  no-credit  class 
promptly  belongs  to  the  teachers  of  freshman  rhetoric  during  the 
past  term.   The  majority  of  peaple  who  are  to  be  assigned  to  the 
class  ought  to  be  assigned  before  the  close  of  this  week  on  the 
basis  of  last  term»s  work  in  English.

!ftie  following  people  have  been  appointed  as  members  of  a 
committee  for  the  improvement  of  instruction:  Mr.  G.  D.  Wham, 
Chairman,  Mr.  E.  G.  Lentz,  Miss  Lucy  K.  Woody,  Mr.  Richard  L. 
Beyer,  Miss  Gladys  P.  Williams,  Mr.  w.  H.  Bailey,  Mr.  J#  W. 
Neckers,  Mr.  t.  L.  Bryant,  Miss  Emma  L.  Bowyer,  Miss  Vera  Pea- 
cock, Mr.  'Thomas  P.  Barton,  Mr.  John  R.  Mayor,  and  Mr.  s.

TJiis  committee  will  meet  at  the  call  of  Dean  VJham  to  con- 
sider procedures  by  which  the  quality  of  teaching  in  the  college 
may  be  evaluated  and  where  possible  improved.   It  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  administration  to  institute  any  new  procedures 
that  will  be  in  any  way  offensive  to  the  dignity  of  the  college 
teacher.  We  should,  however,  like  to  have  started  in  every  de- 
partment some  activities  which  will  encourage  self -analysis  and 
self -improvement,  and  discourage  the  tendency  to  become  stale 
on  the  part  of  all  members  of  the  instructional  staff.   I  suggest 
among  other  things  visits  by  members  of  the  staff  to  correspond- 
ing departments  in  neighboring  teachers  colleges,  and  the  regular 
reading  of  some  periodical  that  deals  with  educational  theory 
and  method. 


An  Excellent  Book  on  College  Teaching 

Mr.  Lentz  brought  to  the  office  last  week  a  new  book  en- 
titled "The  Efficient  and  Inefficient  College  Teacher"  written 
by  Anna  Y.  Reed  and  published  by  the  American  Book  Company. 
Bie  book  is  the  report  of  an  elaborate  study  made  at  the  School 
of  Education  in  New  York  University.   Xt  reports  the  results 
of  rather  elaborate  questionaires  that  were  sent  to  college 
administrative  officers  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  concensus  of 
authoritative  opinion  on  the  various  questions  that  are  in- 
volved in  evaluating  teaching  efficiency  in  the  college.  While 
the  book  contains  301  pages,  the  essential  parts  of  it  can  be 
covered  in  an  hour  or  two  by  reading  the  summaries  of  findings 
and  checking  back  to  the  most  significant  data  upon  which  the 
summaries  were  based.   ftiis  book  will  make  a  very  good  beginning 
for  the  analysis  of  teaching  efficiency  which  we  hope  to  begin 
with  the  next  quarter.

3.  To  provide  for  the  student  a  special  faculty  counselor  to  whom 
he  can  take  his  personal  problems. 

4.  To  give  the  student  an  immediate  outlet  for  social  and  intel- 
lectual self  expression. 

5.  To  provide  means  by  which  the  administration  and  the  faculty  can 
come  to  understand  and  feel  the  problems  of  the  beginning  students, 
as  a  group  and  individually. 

6.  To  provj.de  means  by  which  special  cases  of  emotional  disturbance 
or  other  disability  may  be  quickly  discovered  and  corrected. 


Suggested  Activities  for  the  G-rouos 
I .   Individual  Student  Guidance 

1.  Set  a  regular  office  hour  three  times  a  week  for  student 
conferences.   Send  for  some  students  who  apoen.r  to  need 
counsel.   Let  all  come  when  they  want  to.   Work  by  apooint- 
ment  and  do  not  plan  to  see  more  than  three  or  four  an  hour, 

2.  Get  thoroughly  acquainted  with  each  member  of  your  group: 

(a)  Previous  scholarship  and  intelligence  and  freshman 
test  scores. 

(b)  Home  background.   Financial  and  educational  status  of 
hone.   Is  student  coming  to  school  or  being  sent  to 
school? 

(c)  Social  background.   From  what  sort  of  community  did 
student  come?  What  church?  Where  does  he  now  live? 
Are  conditions  of  living  in  Carbondale  good? 

(d)  Support  while  in  school.   Does  student  have  enough 
money?   Does  he  work  to  earn  part  of  his  way?   Under 
what  conditions  does  he  work? 

(e)  Student's  personal  qualities.   Dress  and  general  ap- 
pearance,  Aooarent  emotional  qualities*   Attitudes. 
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3.   Plan  a  program  for  the  student  which  will  insure  for  hira 
a  well  rounded  education  suitable  to  his  individual  abil- 
ities and  needs. 

(a)  If  he  has  fine  previous  scholarship  and  a  good  entrance 
test  score,  start  him  on  the  road  to  sound  scholarship, 
with  a  language  and  the  other  foundations. 

(b)  If  his  previous  scholarship  is  low  and  his  start  bad, 
plan  a  course  that  will  be  immediately  expedient,  and. 
frankly  face  his  limitations. 

II.  Group  Educational  Activities 

1.  Have  group  elect  officers  and  threw  responsibility  on  them, 
Puroose  is  for  students  to  helo  themselves.   How  will  they 
do  it? 

2.  T*ry  to  develop  high  group  morale. 

3.  Never  have  a  group  meeting  without  a  definitely  planned 
prog  ran  . 

4.  Do  very  little  lecturing.   Let  the  students  work  out  solu- 
tions to  problems.   Put  students  on  the  program. 

5.  Hold  an  occasional  forum  at  group  meeting  time  in  which  stu- 
dents are  given  free  rein  to  discuss  some  rather  immediately 
pressing  student  problem.   For  instance*. 

What  is  the  range  of  monthly  or  term  expenditure  of 
students  in  the  group?  What  part  of  the  term  budget  goes 
for  text-books,  food,  room  rent,  clothing,  amusement,  etc.? 
How  much  ought  a  student  to  have  to  live  frugally  but  not 
penuriously? 

Or  what  particular  attributes  of  an  educated  person 
must  be  secured  by  the  stuaent  outside  of  class  work?  What 
parts  of  the  college  orogram  provide  opportunities  for 
developing  each  of  these? 

Or  what  did  you  get  out  of  the  last  entertainment 
number? 

6.  Encourage  students  to  make  a  regular  dally  schedule  of 
study  and  outside  library  reading  as  well  as  class. attend- 
ance.  Recreation  and  plain  loafing  should  be  included,  but 
not  permitted  to  encroach  on  time  allotted  to  work. 

III.  Group  Social  Activities 

The  group  is  a  substitute  for  the  fraternity  or 
sorority.   It  should  provide  social  training  through 
actual  practice.   This  part  of  the  work  has  been  pretty 
well  done.

Enrollment  for  the  Winter  Term 

On  Friday  evening  the  total  enrollment  in  the  college  for  the 
Winter  Term  was  1420.   This  enrollment  has  been  maintained  in  spite 
of  the  increase  in  tuition  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  consider- 
able number  of  freshmen  have  been  eliminated  either  through  discour- 
agement or  outright  failure. 


We  Need  to  Be   Watchful  of  Property 

Sometime  last  week  a  typewriter  was  stolen  from  the  Principal's 
office  in  the  Allyn  Building.   Notice  is  taken  of  this  in  the  Bulletin 
for  two  reasons.   First, . it  is  possible  that  some  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty may  be  able  to  come  across  information  that  may  lead  to  the  re- 
covery of  the  typewriter.   Second,  the  disappearance  of  this  rather 
large  item  of  school  property  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  keeping 
doors  locked  and  of  insisting  that  all  student  help  and  all  other 
individuals  who  are  given  privileges  to  enter  laboratories  or  of- 
fices in  the  absence  of  instructors  be  thoroughly  dependable  people 
and  be  held  accountable  for  all  school  property  while  it  is  in  their 
care. 


On  Letting  Students  G-rade  Papers 

Complaint  has  been  registered  in  the  office  concerning  the  grad- 
ing of  papers  by  student  help.   It  is  legitimate  for  a  teacher  to  have 
a  very  capable  and  trustworthy  student  help  him  check  student  papers 
where  the  papers  are  of  such  type  that  no  great  amount  of  Judgment 


enters  into  their  evaluation, 
where  a  student's  reaction  Is 
or  where  a  key  may  be  used  in 
by  students.  Even  here  it  Is 
casionally  to 
favor  someone, 


Some  of  the  new  type  tests,  for  exampl 
either  exactly  right  or  entirely  wrong, 
checking,  can  legitimately  be  handled 
important  that  the  teacher  check  oc- 
be  sure  that,  due  to  carelessness  or  to  a  desire  to 
the  student  is  not  doing  this  work  poorly. 
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Furthermore,  when  papers  are  checked  by  students,  it  Is  extremely 
unwise  for  the  "students  whose  papers  p.re   being  checked  to  know  that 
this  is  so.   In  the  particular  complaint  that  was  brought  to  the  of- 
fice, it  was  charged  that  a  certain  F.  S.  A.  student  took  a  stack  of 
freshmen  papers  to  the  University  Cafe  where  he  and  some  of  his 
friends  gathered  round  and  had  a  great  deal  of  fun  at  the  expense  of 
some  of  the  people  who  had  written  the  papers.   It  does  not  require 
much  good  sense  to  see  that  such  an  occurrence  as  this  is  absolutely 
indefensible. 

Since  one  of  the  advantages  that  ,,re  can  legitimately  claim  over 
the  larger  universities  is  the  fact  that  in  this  school  freshmen  and 
sophomores  have  the  same  quality  of  instruction  as  upper-classmen  in- 
stead of  being  taught  by  graduate  assistants,  we  certainly  should  not 
have  the  idea  get  abroad  among  the  students  and  their  parents  that 
irresponsible  people  are  determining  the  grades  that  students  make. 
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Status  of  Our  Painting  Project 


The  W.  P.  A.  program  for  painting  the  Main  Building  which  was 
held. up  by  the  local  painters'  union  has  been  released  by  the  union, 
and  so  far  as  they  are  concerned  can  now  be  resumed.   There  seems, 
however,  to  be  some  difficulty  at  W.  P.  A.  headquarters.   Our  col- 
lege project  was  given  special  precedence  at  the  time  it  T,'as  begun. 
It  was  the  first  project  under  the  new  W.  P.  A.  authorities  which 
was  started  in  this  region.   Somewhere  in  the  hierarchy  of  7/.  P.  A. 
authority,  there  seems  to  be  a  feeling  that  there  is  no  hurry  about 
resuming  a  project  that  has  been  stopped  by  labor  trouble.  We  may 
be  assured  that  the  "rork  will  be  resumed  after  the  Christmas  holi- 
days, unless  new  obstacles  are  put  in  the  '"ay  of  it  from  outside.

Extension  Service  Expanded 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  last  Monday  at 
Chicago,  we  were  authorized  to  retain  Mr.  Neely  of  the  English  De- 
partment on  the  staff  "'hen  Miss  Kellogg  returns  in  order  to  make  it 
possible  to  expand  our  extension  service.   We  plan  to  organize  add- 
itional extension  courses  in  Fairfield,  Salem,  Centralia,  and  Chest- 
er. 


Since  the  standard  of  training  for  teachers  in  service  in 
Southern  Illinois  is  still  not  as  high  as  it  should  be,  it  is  as 
much  the  duty  of  this  school  to  provide  opportunities  for  these 
teachers  to  continue  their  training  as  it  is  to  prepare  new  teachers. 
It  will  be  our  policy  therefore,  as  long  as  the  Board  approves  it, 
to  provide  as  much  extension  service  as  we  can. 


The  Summer  Session  for  1936 


The  same  arguments  in  favor  of  training  teachers  in  service 
that  we  use  to  justify  extension  work  apply  with  iven  greater  force 
to  the  summer  session.  All  but  one  of  th<  Presidents  of  the  Teachers 
Colleges  tentatively  agreed  last  week  to  have  an  eight  week  summer 
term  in  1935.   Members  of  the  faculty  may  therefore  plan  definitely 
for  an  eight  week  summer  session  here. 

Since  this  "'ill  be  the  first  summer  session  for  "aileh  I  am 
responsible,  I  should  like  to  invite  all  faculty  members  ,,rho  have 
ideas  about  improving  the:  work  of  the  summer  session  to  bring  them 
to  me.   This  year  for  the  first  time  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  charge 
the  same  amount  of  tuition  per  credit  ->s  *fe  do  during  the  regular 
term.   This  will  mean  th^.t  there  "'ill  be  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  available  for  extra-curricular  activities.   I  am  therefor^ 
particularly  Inter*  sted  in  suggestions  for  lectures,  entertainments, 
and  other  f -atures  that  might  increase  the  attractiveness  and  the 
value  of  our  summer  session. 
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At  the  bottom  of  the  last  page  of  this  bulletin  there  is  a 
questionnaire  concerning  summer  teaching  which  all  full  time  members 
of  the  faculty  both  in  academic  departments  and  the  training  school 
are  asked  to  tear  off,  fill  out,  and  return  to  my  office-. 


Mr.  Cramer  to  the  University  of  Oklahoma 

Mr.  Cramer  of  the  History  Department  has  an  invitation  to  teach 
in  the  1936  Summer  Session  of  the  University  of  Oklahoma.   Not  only 
are  we  glad  to  grant  him  leave  to  do  this  work  because  of  the  recog- 
nition that  it  brings  to  him  and  to  the  school,  but  I  feel  that  an 
occasional  change  of  colleges  ought  to  be  a  very  good  thing  for  every 
teacher.   Recently,  I  have  discussed  with  the  Presidents  of  the  other 
Teachers  Colleges  of  this  state  and  also  with  the  authorities  at  Cape 
Girardeau  the  possibility  of  occasionally  exchanging  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  a  summer  session  or  for  a  regular  term.   If  we  can  secure 
the  approval  of  the  Board  for  the  oroposal,  we  would  make  the  ex- 
change in  services  without  detaching  the  faculty  member  from  the  staff 
and  without  any  other  change  in  his  status.   I  shall  be  glad  to  hear 
from  any  members  of  the  staff  who  feel  they  might  be  interested  in 
making  an  exchange  with  some  member  of  the  staff  of  another  college 
in  the  state.   Of  course,  we  could  let  only  a  very  few  people  go  at 
any  one  time. 


Increase  in  Sophomore  Class 

Mr.  Wham  turned  in  the  following  interesting  figures  about  the 
soohomore  class. 

1934    1955 
Fall  417      454 

Winter  403     506 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  sophomore  class  this  winter  term  has  in- 
creased by  over  100  students,  or  25%.      This  indicates  that  the 
college  is  holding  a  larger  number  of  the  freshmen  than  used  to  be 
the  case.   This  is  a  favorable  development. 

Soon  we  expect  to  have  some  figures  to  show  the  number  of 
people  who  are  eliminated  or  who  eliminate  themselves  because  of 
failure  to  carry  the  work.   After  observing  somewhat  superficially 
the  close  of  the  fall  term,  my  impression  is  that  the  number  of 
eliminations  due  to  failure  to  succeed  in  college  is  larger  than 
most  of  us  rrould  guess.   I  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  it  is  larger 
than  it  ought  to  be..   Perhaps  it  ought  to  be  even  larger.   At  all 
events,  I  am  hoping  soon  to  have  the  facts.

School  Ma s t e r s '  Meetings  on  the  Campus  Saturday 

The  Southern  Illinois  Schoolmasters  will  meet  in  the  Socratic 
Hall  on  Saturday  morning  of  this  week  at  ten  o'clock.   There  will  be 
a  noon  luncheon  at  the  Roberts  Hotel.   During  the  afternoon  the  high 
school  principals  and  city  superintendents  will  meet  separately.  Mr. 
Miles  and  Mr.  V/arren  of  our  faculty  are  on  the  program  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  Mr.  Wieland's  office  and  one  from  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  Illinois.   All  members  of  the  college 
faculty  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings.  Members  who  have  a  spec- 
ial interest  in  school  administration  probably  should  make  it  a  point 
to  attend. ' 

Since  the  members  of  the  Schoolmasters  Club  are  the  principals 
and  superintendents  of  southern  Illinois  who  for  the  most  part  have 
the  authority  to  hire  teachers,  it  might  not  be  a  bad  idea  for  some 
of  the  senior  boys  who  would  like  to  get  into  the  field  of  school 
administration  also  to  attend  some  of  the  sessions. 


Attendance  at  Professional  Meetings 

Evidently  the  faculty  of  this  college  was  very  well  represented 
in  the  various  sections  of  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science  at  St.  Louis  and  at  several  other  pro- 
fessional meetings  last  week.   The  importance  of  attending  such  meet- 
ings can  scarcely  be  over-emphasized.   The  comparative  isolation  of 
this  school  from  competition  with  other  colleges  in  the  near  neigh- 
borhood, advantageous  as  it  is  in  most  respects,  has  at  least  one 
disadvantage  in  that  it  ^-removes  us  from  close  contact  and  competi- 
tion with  others  who  are  working  in  our  respective  fields.   The 
result  is  that  we  are  likely  to  become  quite  ccnolnccnt  and 
well  satisfied  with  ourselves  unless  we  deliberately  seek  opportun- 
ities to  compare  what  w      doing  with  '"hat  is  being  done  in  oth 
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places.   Such  meetings  as  the  recent  one  at  St.  Louis  afford  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  this. 

Another  practice  that  ought  to  be  more  common  among  us  than  it  is 
is  that  of  visiting  departments  in  which  we  are  interested  in  other 
colleges  and  in  some  of  the  high  schools  of  our  own  region.   Cape 
Girardeau  is  not  very  far  away,  and  there  are  other  teachers  colleges 
near  enough  so  that  one  may  make  the  round  trip  easily  in  a  day.  Visit- 
ing in  neighboring  public  schools  would  seem  to  be  particularly  impor- 
tant for  members  of  the  practice  department. 


Spring  and  Summer  Schedules 

The  heads  of  departments  are  asked  to  come  into  the  office  to 
fill  in  the  spring,  mid- spring,  and  summer  quarter  schedules  at  their 
earliest  convenience.   We  are  especially  anxious  to  have  the  3ummer 
schedule  completed  since  we  are  planning  to  issue  a  small  summer 
school  bulletin. 


Progress  on  the  Public  Works  Program 

Faculty  members  will  be  interested  in  the  progress  that  is  being 
made  on  the  plans  to  repair  college  buildings  and  to  make  improvements 
on  the  grounds. 

The  WPA  painting  project  which  was  interrupted  by  misunderstand- 
ing with  the  labor  unions  was  resumed  the  day  after  Christmas,  and  it 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  Work  on  the  grading  of  the  girls1  ath- 
letic field  was  interrupted  last  week  by  bad  weather  conditions  but 
will  be  resumed  this  week. 

The  contractor  who  has  the  contract  for  doing  the  PWA  work  on  the 
library  and  the  gymnasium  is  on  the  ground,  some  of  the  material  has 
been  delivered,  and  actual  work  will  begin  just  as  soon  as  the  State 
Architect's  Office  receives  final  approval  of  the  details  of  the  con- 
tracts from  the  PWA  office  in  Chicago.  When  the  work  contracted  for 
on  the  library  is  completed,  the  available  space  for  reading  will  be 
doubled  and  the  space  for  the  storage  of  books  will  be  several  times 
as  great  as  it  now  is.   We  are  hoping  also  to  provide  workrooms  in  the 
library  for  faculty  members  and  a  faculty  lounge. 

We  also  have  some  plans  for  planting  on  the  grounds.   This  work 
is  being  planned  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Bailey,  Miss  Scott, 
and  Mr.  Shryock.   The  most  important  thing  upon  which  they  are  work- 
ing at  present  is  a  hedge  of  native  shrubs  between  the  hard  road  on 
the  west  side  of  the  campus  and  the  playground  for  the  Allyn  school 
children.

Faculty  Leaves  of  Absence  for  Study 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a  number  of  members  of  the 
faculty  have  discussed  with  me  the  possibility  of  leave  of  absence 
for  next  year.   In  order  that  I  may  know  exactly  what  the  situation 
is,  I  should  like  for  all  faculty  members  who  have  been  promised  or 
who  are  asking  for  leave  of  absence  for  next  year  to  leave  word  in 
the  office  early  this  week.   This  request  holds  no  matter  how  re- 
cently the  faculty  member  discussed  the  matter  with  me.   It  is  under- 
stood, of  course,  that  the  number  of  faculty  members  who  can  be  given 
leave  of  absence  in  any  one  year  is  limited. 


A  Word  of  Explanation  about  Our  Repair  Program 

Some  echoes  have  come  to  the  office  that  indicate  that 
certain  members  of  the  staff  and  perhaps  some  of  the  students  have 
raised  the  question  as  to  why  it  is  necessary,  in  the  middle  of  the 
year,  to  embark  upon  an  extensive  repair  program  which  puts  the  best 
part  of  the  library  out  of  use  and  disrupts  the  work  of  at  least 
four  departments.   The  answer,  of  course',  is  that  since  this  work 
is  being  done  mostly  with  federal  funds,  we  have  to  do  it  when  the 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  various  federal  agencies  are  ready  to 
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do  it.   The  local  administration,  therefore,  has  practically  no 
control  whatever  over  the  time  of  beginning  or  the  rate  of  progress 
of  the  work. 

Inasmuch  as  we  are  now  in  line  to  receive  nearly  a  hundred 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  work  on  our  campus  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment, work  that  will  be  done  with  money  that  would  be  spent  elsewhere

A  Request  for  Kelo  from  the  Curriculum  Committee 

I!r.  Warren,  chairman  of  the  curriculum  committee  has  asked 
that  the  request  contained  in  the  following  paragraphs  be  placed  in 
the  Bulletin.   Miss  Reed,  in  her  book  on  "The  Effective  and  Ineffec- 
tive College  Teacher",  lists  the  periodical  restatement  of  objectives 
as  one  of  the  vital  necessities  for  keeping  college  teaching  alive. 
I  hope  the  heads  of  departments  and  the  members  of  the  faculty. will 
take  some  pains  to  make  the  statements  Mr.  Warren  is  asking  for 
much  more  than  mere  perfunctory  recitals  of  obvious  platitudes. 

To  further  the  work  of  the  Curriculum  Committee,  the 
teachers  in  each  department,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the 
department,  are  asked  to  help  the  committee  in  the  way  explained 
below. 

The  Cardinal  Principles  of  Education  state  the  social  ob- 
jectives of  education  as 

1.  Health  (Physical  Efficiency) 

2.  Vocational  Efficiency 

3.  Worthy  Use  of  Leisure  Time 

4.  Civic  Efficiency 

5.  Esthetic  and  Moral  Efficiency 

6.  Worthy  Home  Membership 

7.  Command  of  the  Fundamental  Tools  of  Learning, 
i.e^  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  spelling,  etc. 

These  social  objectives  are  to  be  reached  by  means  of  the 
psychological  objectives,  which  are 

1.  Mastery  of  Knowledge 

2.  Habits  and  Skills  (including  investigative  tech- 

niques and  reasoning) 

3.  Attitudes,  Appreciations,  Tastes,  and  Ideals 

The  teachers, of  each  department  are  asked  to  state  briefly 
and  specifically  how  the  work  of  their  department  contributes  to  the 
objectives  named  above. 
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One  statement  of  the  function  of  the  Teacners1  College 
follows:   It  is  the  function  of  the  Teachers1  College  to  produce 
the  kind  of  teacher  needed  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  public 
school  education  as  determined  by  the  growing  needs  of  society. 
Such  a  teacher  will  possess  (among  others)  the  following  character- 
istics: 

X.  Culture,  refinement. 

2.  Broad,  general  knowledge. 

3.  Desirable  personality  traits,  among  them 

a.  Self  control. 

b.  Leadership,  ""Che  proper  power  to  liberate  and 
guide  creative  impulse,  intellectual  thought 
and  spiritual  growth".

d.  Tolerance  and  open-nindedness. 
e*  Judgment. 

f.   Resourcefulness. 

4.  Desirable  professional  attitudes  and  equipment. 

a.  Enthusiasm  for  profession, 

b.  Loyalty  to  profession. 

c.  Appreciation  of  educational  aims  and  functions. 

d.  Recognition  of  the  relation  of  the  school  to  the 
whole  educational  process,  and  the  whole  social 
order. 

e.  Sense  of  personal  responsibility. 

5.  A  growing  philosophy  of  life  and  education 

.  (expressed  both  in  terms  of  principles  and  in  terms 
of  effective  personal  living) . 

6.  Social  adaptability — the  ability  to  meet  and  work  with 
.  people,  to  meet  the  social  requirements  of  community 

life. 

7.  Accurate  scholarship  in  his  own  field  of  human  know- 
ledge and  activity. 

8.  Skills,  knowledge  and  techniques  necessary  in  carrying 
out  his  work  as  a  teacher. 

The  teachers  of  each  department  are  asked  to  state  how 
the  work  of  their  department  makes  general  and  specific  contribu- 
tions to  the  characteristics  named  above. 

Please  hand  these  statements  to  the  chairman  of  the  Cur- 
riculum Committee  by  February  1,  1936. 

Faculty  members  will  understand  that  we  are  talking,  for. 
the  most  part,  about  educational  outcomes  to  be  engendered  in  stu- 
dents rather  than  qualities  to  be  possessed  by  the  faculty  members.

All  members  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  training 
school  staff  are  asked  to  attend  unless  specifically  excused  for 
good  reason.

Mr.  Neckers,  who  is  chairman  of  the  committee  for  elimin- 
ating conflicts  and  finally  approving  the  spring  and  summer  term 
schedules,  asks  that  the  following  announcement  be  made:

If  there  are  two  conflicting  courses  of  different  depart- 
ments occurring  the  same  hour,  we  should  be  glad  to  have  this  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  schedule  committee. 


The  Illinois  Teacher 

The  current  number  of  the  Illinois  Teacher,  the  magazine  of 
the  Illinois  State  Teachers  Association,  has  at  least  four  items  of 
particular  interest  to  this  school  and  to  southern  Illinois.   First, 
and  most  important,  there  is  a  fine  short  biography  of  Robert  Allyn, 
the  first  president  of  this  College,  by  Mr.  Beyer  of  our  history 
department.   There  is  a  good  deal  of  evidence  that  the  spirit  of 
Dr.  Allyn  still  walks  on  the  campus  nearly  forty-two  years  after  his 
death. 

Second,  Mr.  Fulkerson,  the  principal  of  the  Cartervllle 
High  School,  who  also  is  a  member  of* the  practice  teaching  staff 
of  this  College,  has  an  article  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Relations 
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Committee  of  the  Southern  Division  of  the  State  Association.   It  is 
generally  conceded  in  the  state,  I  believe,  that  the  Southern 
Division  of  the  Association  has  had  a  more  effective  public  relations 
program  than  any  other  division  in  the  state. 

Third,  and  of  particular  interest  to  the  curriculum  com- 
mittee, Robert  Browne,  now  on  the  staff  at  the  University  of 
Illinois,  has  a  keenly  amusing  review  of  the  new  Campbell-Caswell 
book  on  curriculum  making.   Members  of  our  committee  will  want  to 
avoid  the  banalities  at  which  Mr.  Browne  aims  his  subtle  shafts  of 
satire.   Mr.  Browne,  as  most. members  of  the  staff  will  remember, 
was  reared  on  this  campus.   He  is  the  son  of  George  M.  Browne  long 
on  the  staff  of  this  college. 

Still  a  fourth  item  of  interest  is  the  regular  monthly 
news  report  of  activities  on  this  campus  which  is  written  at  the 
request  of  the  Illinois  Teacher  by  Miss  Power.   Miss  Power  has 
been  doing  a  very  excellent  piece  of  work  on  this  as  well  as  the 
other  publicity  which  has  been  given  to  school  activities,  thereby 
rendering  a  most  important  service  to  the  college.   Depending  a s  we 
do  on  public  understanding  and  good  will  for  support,  it  is  import- 
ant that  we  have  someone   who  gives  constant  and  careful  attention  to 
seeing  that  dignified  news  releases  about  all  of  the  matters  of 
general  public  interest  that  occur  in  the  college  are  regularly 
prepared. 

Calling  attention  to  these  excellent  features  of  the  cur- 
rent number  of  the  Illinois  Teacher  brings  me  to  something  that  I 
have  been  wanting  to  say  for  some  time.   Since  we  are  very  closely 
related  to  the  oublic  schools  and  since  our  interests  and  those  of 
the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  are  at  most  points  identical,  it 
seems  to  me  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  practically  all  members 
of  the  college  staff  keep  up  their  membership  in  the  Illinois  State 
Teachers  Association.   The  state  association,  like  all  other  things 
that  human  beings  build,  has  had  its  shortcomings,  but  through  the 
years  it  has  stood  as  the  most  important  single  force  for  safeguard- 
ing and  promoting  the  interests  of  public  education  in  the  state. 
Under  its  present  leadership  in  Secretary  Moore  and  in  the  officers 
of  the  Association,  it  stands  for  a  broad  conception  of  what  proper- 
ly concerns  education.   It  has  been  gradually  increasing  its  power 
and  its  technique  for  using  that  power  until  at  the  present  time  it 
is  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  in  all  matters  that  pertain  to  the 
welfare  of  public  education  and  of  the  teaching  profession.   This 
being  the  case,  it  behooves  us  not  merely  to  belong  to  it  in  order 
to  add  our  influence  and  numerical  strength  to  its  purposes  but 
also  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  Association  and  help  to 
give  leadership  and  direction.   Should  an  effort  ever  be  made  to 
subject  the  state  schools  to  any  kind  of  unwholesome  political  or 
other  interference  the  State  Teachers  Association  will  be  not  only 
the  best  but  the  only  effective  instrument  through  ^hich  such  a 
thing  could  be  resisted. 

It  might  be  in  order  to  observe  in  passing  that  one  of  the 
significant  facts  that  Mr.  Beyer  brings  out  in  his  biography  of  Mr. 
Allyn  is  that  he  was  very  active  in  the  affairs  of  both  the  State 
Teachers  Association  and  the  National  Education  Association.

The  annual  duos  in  the  Association  are  two  dollars, 
two  dollar  membership  fee  pays  for  the  very  effective  work  of  the 
headquarters  staff  which  is  housed  in  a  building  which  belongs  to 
the  Association  at  Springfield,  for  a  subscription  to  the  Illinois 
Teacher  which  is  an  excellent  professional  magazine,  for  the  program 
and  other  activities  in  the  Southern  Division  of  the  Association, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  annual  meeting  which  is  held  each 
Christmas  vacation  at  Springfield.   I  know  of  no  other  craft  organ- 
ization, labor  group,  or  business  association  of  any  sort  which 
manages  to  secure  so  much  for  so  little  for  its  members.

Sees  the  Future 


of 


Education 


"The  primary  and  secondary  schools  of  Illinois,  particu- 
larly those  in  the  rural  regions,  are  none  too  adequate  for  our 
growing  population.   The  depletion  of  rural  populations  would  seem 
to  indicate  a  strong  need  for  the  realignment  and  consolidation  of 
school  districts.   About  70  per  cent  of  our  schools  are  one-room 
country  schoolhouses,   The  proportion  of  the  state  population  repre- 
sented by  pupils  in  the  14  to  20-year  age  group  is  18  per  cent 
larger  than  it  was  a  decade  ago.   The  proportion  of  the  population 
in  the  younger  age  groups  is  declining.   Even  so,  the  actual  numbers 
in  both  age  groups  increased  to  1930  more  than  20  per  cent  per  decade. 

"To  build  up  an  adequate  school  system  for  the  future  means 
additions  to  and  adjustments  of  the  usual  schools  and.  colleges.   It 
involves  specialized  schools  for  unusual  and  defective  children,  vo- 
cational schools  to  provide  for  highly  technical  trades,  professional 
schools  for  new  scientific  needs,  schools  for  further  adult  education, 
and — most  important  of  all — an  adjustment  of  organization  to  lov'er 
the  present  abnormally  heavy  loads  on  the  individual  teachers,  cre- 
ated during  the  last  few  years  of  intense  performance.   This  would 
require  from  10,000  to  20,000  additional  teachers  and.  attendants* 
Many  schools  in  the  face  of  these  needs  arc  trying  to  operate  on 
anticipation  income  or  tax-collection  hopes.   It  appears  advisable 
that  a  direct  state  tax  for  school  use  be  arranged  as  a  supplementary 

source  of  revenue."    From  the  report  of  the  Illinois  State

Kelp  Requested 

Mr.  Lentz  and  Miss  Woody  who  are  responsible  respectively 
for  chapel  attendance  of  boys  and  girls  would  like  to  have  the  co- 
operation of  the  faculty  in  the  following  cases: 

1.  The  first  penalty  for  repeated  non-attendance  at  chapel 
has  been  set  as  the  loss  of  cut  privileges  in  all  classes.   In  order 
to  make  this  penalty  effective,  it  will  be  necessary  for  all  faculty 
members  who  are  asked  by  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women  to  do 
so,  to  withhold  cut  privileges  from  students  who  have  repeatedly  ab- 
sented themselves  from  chapel  without  excuse. 

2.  All  members  of  the  staff  are  asked  to  feel  some  respon- 
sibility for  the  reasonable  enforcement  of  all  regulations  that  are 
in  force  on  the  campus  and  to  report  to  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean 
of  Women,  as  the  case  may  be,  any  flagrant  violations  of  good  conduct 
that  may  come  to  their  attention. 

Once  before,  I  believe,  the  suggestion  was  made  in  the 
Bulletin  that  there  is  reasonable  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
chapel  attendance  should  be  compulsory.   However,  as  long  as  it  is 
presumed  to  be  compulsory,  it  is  important  for  the  morale  of  the 
school  that  it  be  enforced.   The  question  of  whether  or  not  a  given 
regulation  should  exist  and  the  question  of  whether  or  not  a  regula- 
tion which  is  presumed  to  be  in  force  should  be  enforced  are  two 
entirely  different  questions.   The  first  is  always  debatable;  the 
second,  in  any  organization  which  expects  to  function  efficiently, 
Is  not. 


The  Zero  Rhetoric  Class 

Miss  Bowyer  of  the  English  Department  reports  that  there 
still  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  by  some  members  of  the  staff 
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.out  zero  rhetoric  courses.   Any  faculty  member  has  the  privilege 
at  any  time  of  assigning  any  student  whose  written  or  spoken  English 
is  very  bad  to  the  zero  rhetoric  class.   Miss  Bowyer  reports  that 
she  has  received  complaints  about  the  bad  English  of  students  from 
staff  members  when,  instead  of  complaining  about  it,  the  staff  member 
should  refer  the  student  promptly  and  unceremoniously  to  the  English 
department  to  take  zero  rhetoric. 

This  principle  applies  not  only  to  freshmen  but  to  all  stu- 
dents in  the  school.   I  would  suggest  that  those  teachers  who  are  not 
sure  that  they  are  familiar  with  the  plans  that  are  to  be  followed  in 
respect  to  the  zero  rhetoric  re-read  the  explanation  which  was  given 
in  Faculty  Bulletin  Number  3  of  November  4. 


The  New  NYA  Program 

The  college  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with  a  new  project 
organized  under  the  National  Youth  Administration  which  was  to  have 
got  underway  in  time  for  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  but  failed 
to  come  through.   Under  this  project  about  twenty-five  young  people 
not  otherwise  able  to  remain  in  school  are  to  be  given,  work  in  a  sort 
of  social  and  economic  survey  of  several  southern  Illinois  counties. 
They  will  work  on  this  survey  approximately  a  third  of  their  time. 
The  rest  of  the  time  will  be  available  for  them. to  attend  college. 
The  work  will  be  done  on  this  campus, and  the  students  will  be  paid 
at  the  same  rate  at  which  FSA  students  are  paid. 

Mr,  Nolen  of  the  economics  department  is  the  faculty  member 
vrho  is  responsible  for  the  school's  part  of  the  program.   The  National 
Youth  Administration  has  employed  Mr.  Ralph  Forbes  to  administer  the 
work  aspects  of  the  project.   In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  National  Youth  Administration  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to 
make  it  possible  for  these  twenty-five  students  to  register  for  two 
courses  for  the  remainder  of  the  winter  term.   They  will  be  ready  to 
begin  work  at  once,   I  am  asking,  therefore,  that  those  departments 
into  which  these  students  could,  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination, 
be  admitted  with  the  prospect  that  they  would  do  respectable  work, 
be  prepared  to  receive  the  students. 

No  student  will  be  'oermitted  to  take  more  than  two  courses 
for  the  remainder  of  this  term,  and  no  concession  will  be  made  to  any 
of  these  students  in  the  matter  of  credit.   If  they  do  not  earn  their 
credits  by  doing  a  good  quality  of  college  work,  they  will  be  asked 
to  withdraw  and  other  students  will  be  put  in  their  places  at  the 
beginning  of  the  spring  term.   It  may  be  possible  to  shift  some  of 
our  FSA  students  to  positions  on  the  new  project  that  will  pay  them 
slightly  more  than  they  are  now  getting.   However,  no  student  can  be 
placed  on  the  new  project  unless  his  family  is  actually  on  relief* 


File  Faculty  Publications  in  Library 

Miss  Hawkins  of  the  University  High  School  was  in  the  office 
the  other  day  with  a  suggestion  that  I  think  is  very  good.   She  asked 
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permission  to  use  an  FSA  student  to  have  some  copies  made  of  her 
thesis  so  that  she  can  comply  with  a  request  for  a  copy  for  the 
State  Historical  Association.   I  was  glad  to  grant  the  permission, 
and  it  suggested  what  appears  to  me  to  be  a  good  idea.   I  think 
that  it  "'ould  be  very  desirable  for  the  college  and  the  state  library 
at  Springfield  each  to  have  a  copy  of  masters'  theses  and  doctors' 
dissertations  of  members  of  the  college  staff.   I  should  like  to 
suggest,  therefore,  that  each  staff  member  who  has  a  thesis  ^hich 
he  would  be  willing  to  have  placed  in  our  own  college  library  and 
the  state  library,  try  to  have  suitable  copies  made  while  FSA  work 
is  still  available.   The  binding,  I  think,  can  be  handled  through 
the  library. 

Incidentally,  when  reprints  can  be  secured  without  too 
much  expense,  copies  of  all  significant  publications  by  staff  mem- 
bers should  also  be  filed  in  our  library  and  in  the  state  library. 
The  importance  of  our  doing  this  as  we  go  along  will  be  appreciated 
by  anyone  who  has  ever  tried  to  do  historical  research.   At  the  time 
my  master's  thesis  was  written,  I  secured  from  the  University  of 
Illinois  library  several  very  interesting  handwritten  documents  of 
statements  of  policy  and  board  reports  by  the  first  president,  Dr. 
Gregory.   We  are  not  always  the  best  judges  of  what  materials  of 
current  interest  will  be  important  evidence  on  some  point  several 
generations  hence. 


A  Suggested  Change  in  the  Advisory  Plan 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  by  one  of  the  department 
heads  that  our  advisory  system  for  juniors  and  seniors  might  be 
changed  to  the  following  plan:   At  the  beginning  of  his  junior  year, 
each  student  will  be  expected  to  declare  a  major  field  of  study. . 
From  then  on,  his  advisor  as  to  the  courses  which  he  will  take  will 
be  the  head  of  the  department  in  which  he  is  doing  his. major  work. 
I  should  be  glad  to  discuss  this  suggestion  with  anyone  who  is 
interested  in  this  plan  either  adversely  or  favorably.

Any  faculty 
member  whose  name  does  not  now  appear  in  the  catalog  should  hand  in  a 
statement  as  to  his  preparation  and  experience. 


Summary  of  Proceedings  of  American  Association  of  Colleges 

In  last  week's  number  of  School  and  Society  there  is  a  sum- 
mary report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Col- 
leges which  was  held  in  New  York  City  on  January  16  and  17.    This 
summary  report  gives  in  very  brief  compass  the  gist  of  this  meeting. 
It  shows  quite  well  to  those  of  us  who  are  interested  in  present 
trends  in  higher  education  what  problems  were  discussed  at  this 
important  meeting. 

To  those  who  are  serving  on  the  various  committees  about 
the  school  and  to  others  who  are  interested  in  the  question  of  What 
is  going  on  in  higher  education  in  America,  School  and  Society  is  the 
periodical  which  will  give  the  largest  amount  of  significant  informa- 
tion with  the  smallest  amount  of  reading.   So  far  as  I  know,  it  is 
by  all  means  the  best  of  the  professional  magazines  for  college 
teachers. 
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Ma  .lor  Department  Advisors 

The  question  which  was  raised  in  last  week's  Bulletin  rela- 
tive to  making  the  department  heads  responsible  for  advising  Juniors 
and  seniors  who  are  majoring  in  their  departments  did  not  bring  forth 
any  great  amount  of  discussion  or  suggestion.   It  was  discussed  in  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration  last  Monday  afternoon.   It 
appears  that  there  are  several  administrative  matters  which  might  not 
be  properly  disposed  of  if  the  department  heads  were  given  full  re- 
sponsibility for  making  out  courses. 

I  am  suggesting,  therefore,  that  the  advisory  system  for 
juniors  and  seniors  which  now  exists  be  continued  as  a  sort  of  clear- 
ing house  for  courses  and  registration,  but  that  each  student,  when 
he  starts  his  junior  year,  make  arrangements  for  a  conference  with 
the  heads  of  the  departments  in  which  he  expects  to  do  his  major  and 
minor  work  and  that  they  suggest  to  him  what  courses  it  will  be  well 
for  him  to  take  to  round  out  his  training  properly,  both  in  his  major 
and  minor  subjects  and  in  related  fields. 

One  of  the  objections  made  to  the  idea  in  the  discussion  in 
the  Council  of  Administration  meeting  was  that  its  adoption  might  mean 
an  increase  in  inter-departmental  jealousy  and  petty  efforts  for  the 
aggrandizement  of  individual  departments  at  the  expense  of  the  school 
as  a  whole.   I  see  no  reason  why  this  need  occur;  certainly  not  if  the 
department  heads  will. give  their  first  attention  to  the  general  educa- 
tion of  the  student  rather  than  to  increasing  the  enrollment  in  any 
particular  department. 


Teachers'  Association  Membership  Cards  Are  in  the  Business  Office 

A  hundred  1936  membership  cards  for  the  Illinois  State 
Teachers'  Association,  the  southern  division  of  which  will  hold  its 
meeting  here  in  March,  are  in  the  Business  Office  where  they  may  be 
had  by  members  of  the  staff  who  desire  to  join  the  Association.   I 
do  not  expect  at  any  time  to  try  to  bring  pressure  on   faculty  members 
to  join  any  organization.   I  do  feel,  however,  that  among  all  the  or- 
ganizations that  we  are  urged  to  join  fron  tine  to  time,  the  Illinois 
State  Teachers' .Association  has  one  of  the  best  claims  for  our  sup- 
port, for  reasons  that  have  been  previously  stated  in  the  Bulletin. 
The  dues  are  $2.00. 


A  Statement  of  Financial  Policy  for  Student  Organizations 

Last  year  I  believe  President  Shryock  laid  down  the  prin- 
ciple that  student  organizations  were  to  be  operated  by  and  for  the 
students  without  dictation,  direction,  or  too  much  supervision  from 
faculty  sponsors.   This  is  a  sound  policy  which  exactly  agrees  with, 
my  own  attitude  toward  extra-curricular  activities,  and  I  should  like 
to  re-affirm  it  as  the  general  nolicy  of  the  present  administration. 

We  do  not  want  to  have  the  administration  or  any  part  of  the 
faculty  dictate  how  a  student  organization  is  to  carry  out  the  func- 
tions for  which  it  is  organized;  nor  do  we  want  to  interfere  unduly 
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with  how  the  money  the  organization  may  receive  in  dues  or  otherwise 
is  to  be  spent,  provided  it  is  spent  honestly  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  organization  or  of  the  College.   There  are  both  educational  and 
social   reasons  why  this  policy  should  be  sustained. 

This  policy,  however,  does  not  imply  that  the  treasurers  of 
approved  student  organizations  will  not  be  held  rigidly  responsible 
for  accounting  for  all  money  they  may  receive,  and  that  the  faculty 
sponsor  is  not  responsible  for  the  close  supervision  of  finances  in 
order  that  there  may  be  no  mismanagement  or  dishonesty.   Accordingly, 
the  following  principles  for  the  management  of  finances  for  student 
organizations  have  been  formulated  in  conference  with  the  Business 
Office,  and. are  considered  to  be  now  in  effects 

Id  The  faculty  sponsor  of  the  student  organization  is  re- 
sponsible to  the  administration  for  keeping  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  organization  in  the  strictest  order. 

2.  All  activities  of  student  organizations  in  which  money 
is  to  be  received  either  from  students  from  one  of  the  school  activity 
funds  or  from  the  business  men  of  Carbondale  or  friends  of  the  school 
must  be  registered  in  the  Business  Office  before  any  money  is  col- 
lected.  A  proper  registration  form  which  will  show  the  names  of  of- 
ficers and  faculty  sponsor,  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  the  purposes 
for  which  money  is  to  be  raised  and  the  names  of  all  students  who  will 
be  in  possession  of  funds  during  the  process  of  collection.   The  col- 
lection of  money  for  unregistered  activities  will  be  considered  a 
serious  breach  of  discipline. 

3.  All  students  who  make  collections  of  cash  for  student 
organizations  are  required  to  deposit  this  cash  in  the  Business  Office 
daily  when  the  Business  Office  is  open.   No  excuses  will  be  accepted 
for  any  other  procedure,  no  matter  how  small  the  amount  collected 

on  any  one  day  may  be.   The  college  as  a  whole  is  required  to  report 
to  the  State  Treasury  its  cash  receipts  every  single  day.   The  same 
rule  will  henceforth  apply  to  students  collecting  money  for  organiza- 
tions. 

4.  All  disbursements  from  the  funds  of  an  organization  will 
be  made  by  the  Business  Office  by  check  on  the  receipt  of  an  official 
voucher,  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  organization,  and  an  invoice 
stating  the  purpose  for  which  the  money  is  paid  out.   No  cash  will 
ever  be  paid  out  by  any  officer  of  an  organization  for  any  amount, 
however  small,  except  by  previous  special  arrangement  with  the  Bus- 
iness Office.   It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Business  Office  to 
criticize  purposes  for  which  the  money  is  spent.   The  only  object  is 
to  set  up  checks  to  insure  that  money  will  not  be  misappropriated. 

5.  All  invoices  that  are  filed  with  vouchers  to  be  paid  by 
the  Business  Office  are  to  be  approved  by  the  faculty  sponsor. 

6.  Faculty  sponsors  are  presumed  to  have  personal  knowledge 
of  the  legitimacy  of  every  item  on  every  invoice. 

7.  Organization  treasurers  are  expected  to  keep  full  and 
accurate  accounts  subject  to  periodical  audit  by  the  Business  Office. 
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To  make  certain  that  this  will  be  done,  each  treasurer  is. required 
to  furnish  a  monthly  statement  of  the  financial  standing  of  his  or- 
ganization to  the  Business  Office  the  first  of  each  month. 

The  cash  balance  of  any  organization  can  be  had  at  the  Busi- 
ness Office  at  any  time  by  the  faculty  sponsor  or  any  officer  or  mem- 
ber of  the  organization.   The  Business  Office  can  also  furnish  on 
request  a  complete  statement  of  the  affairs  of  any  organization  to 
date. 

8.   Cooperative  retail  sales  enterprises  of  any  sort  carried 
on  by  college  organizations  must  not  operate  for  two  consecutive 
months  at  a  loss  or  they  will  be  asked  to  discontinue  the  enterprise. 

The  necessity  for  laying  down  a  clear  cut  policy  with  refer- 
ence to  the  management  of  the  funds  of  student  organizations  has  been 
revealed  by  two  quite  different  and  separate  instances  within  the 
past  two  months  where  the  financial  affairs  of  campus  organizations 
have  not  been  well  kept.   To  anyone  who  has  thought  the  matter  through, 
one  need  not  go   into  detail  to  point  out  that  the  moral  factors  in- 
volved in  the  loose  management  of  the  finances  of  student  organiza- 
tions are  very  much  more  important  than  the  practical  aspect,  important 
as  the  latter  is.   We  shall,  therefore,  set  to  work  at  once  to  put  the 
affairs  of  all  student  organizations  on  such  a  high  plane  of  effic- 
iency that  no  reproach  can  possibly  come  to  us  either  because  we  per- 
mitted the  loss  of  money  that  belonged  to  the  school  or  that  we  sub- 
jected some  weakling  to  the  temptation  to  become  a  petty  embezzler. 
For  educational  reasons  this  should  be  done  without  taking  away  re- 
sponsibility and  experience  from  student  officers.

Mr.  Blair  to  Visit  the  College 

At  the  time  he  was  retired  from  the  state  superintend- 
ency,  the  Teachers  College  Board  made  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Blair 
whereby  he  was  to  receive  a  modest  annuity  from  the  state  w&Ich  he 
was  to  earn  by  spending  some  time  each  year  working  with  the  five 
teachers  colleges  of  the  state.   The  arrangement  is  that  Mr.  Blair  is 
to  spend  one  day  out  of  each  week  for  eight  consecutive  weeks  at  each 
of  the  colleges,  at  which  time  the  college  may  use  his  services  in 
any  way  the  administration  sees  fit. 

Mr.  Blair  has  already  appeared  at  three  of  the  other 
colleges.   Beginning  tomorrow  he  will  appear  here  one  day  each  week 
for  eight  weeks.   The  plan  is  to  have  him  speak  in  chapel  and  to  give 
one  other  address  each  time  he  comes.   Four  of  these  other  addresses 
will  be  given  to  the  students  now  taking  practice  teaching,  and  four 
of  them  will  be  given  to  neighboring  civic  clubs.   Tomorrow  he  will 
speak  at  chapel  and  at  the  Rotary  Club. 

We  shall  do  what  we  can  to  make  these 'visits  pleasant  i 
to  Mr.  Blair  and  valuable  to  the  College. 


Keeping  Students  out  of  Chapel 


Mr.  Lentz  and  Miss  Woody  request  that  when  faculty

Some  Figures  on  Teaching  Load 

In  the  department  conferences  which  have  just  about  been 
completed  it  appeared  that  the  members  of  nearly  all  of  the  depart- 
ments on  the  campus  feel  that  their  own  department  is  overloaded  and 
that  in  order  to  do  the  best  work,  one  or  more  teachers  ought  to  be 
added  to  the  departmental  staff.   In  order  to  get  some  idea  of  what 
the  facts  in  the  case  actually  are,  I  have  had  Hiss  Patterson  pre- 
pare the  table  which  appears  below.   The  table  will,  no  doubt,  be 
interesting  to  all  members  of  the  staff,  particularly  to  departme  re 
heads. 

I  realize,  of  course,  that  the  number  of  students 
carried  this  term  is  not  an  absolutely  sure  measure  of  teaching  load. 
Some  subjects  are  of  such  nature  that  a  given  number  of  students  will 
constitute  a  heavier  load  than  the  same. number  of  students  in  another 
subject,  and  it  is  possible  that  there  may  be  significant  fluctuation 
in  number  of  students  from  term  to  term.   However,  when  we  try  to 
make  any  such  distinctions,  we  get  into  the  realm  of  subjective 
rather  than  objective  judgments.   We  will  confine  ourselves,  there- 
fore, to  saying  that  the  facts  as  represented  below  are  correct  for 
the  winter  term  and  leave  the  interpretation  of  them  to  the  depart- 
ment concerned  and  to  the  administration. 

One  other  speculation  that  might  be  raised  in  connec- 
tion with  those  departments  where  the  average  number  of  students  per 
teacher  is  low  might  be  that  more  students  should  be  taking  these 
subjects.   I  have  in  mind  as  examples  of  this  physics  and  household 
arts.   It  is  inconceivable  to  me  "that,  in  a  student  body  of  1500 
people,  there  should  not  be  more  than  114  and  49  respectively  who 
ought  to  be  taking  physics  and  household  arts.   A  similar  thing  might 
be  said  about  industrial  arts  and  crafts  and  about  subjects  connected 
with  agriculture.   Conversely  perhaps,  in  the  case  of  some  depart- 
ments that  appear  to  be  overloaded  in  comparison  with  the  average,  we 
may  be  requiring  of  the  students  too  many  courses  in  those  departments. 
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The  figure  in  the  colunn  on  the  extreme  right  needs  to 
be  exolained.   I  asked  Mr.  Ililes  to  work  out  for  me  another  basis  for 
the  comparison  of  departments,  namely  the  cost  for  teaching  and 
supplies  for  each  department.   No  effort  was  made  to  compute  overhead 
costs  not  directly  chargeable  to  departments.   Since  actual  figures 
will  be  available  for  this  for  the  first  time  this  year,  we  are  not 
able  to  give  an  absolutely  comparable  report,  but  we  based  our  figures 
on  the  cost  of  each  department  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year 
number  of  students  carried  the  winter  term.   The  resulting 
cost  index,  number  does  not  represent  dollars  per  student  per 
:erm  or  any  other  concrete  value,  but  is  merely  a  rough  index  for 
the  comparison  of  one  department  With  another  on  cost  per  student. 
Next  July,  when  the  new  accounting  procedures  that  I.lr.  Miles  has 
instituted  have  been  carried  through  a  whole  year,  we  shall  have  ex-

The  Department  of  Superintendence  Meeting  at  St.  Louis 

Those  members  of  the  faculty  who  are  not  interested  in 
education  as  a  special  field  of  study  may  not  realize  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  meeting  which  is  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis,  beginning 
next  week.   From  the  standpoint  of  promoting  the  reputable,  scholarly 
study  of  education,  this  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  educa-  •- 
tional  meeting  held  in  the  United  States.   It  has  been  held  in  the 
middle  west  only  once  in  the  past  ten  years,  at  Cleveland  several 
years  ago.   In  1924  it  was  held  at  Chicago.   We  should  certainly  not 
miss  the  opportunities  which  the  meeting  presents. 

One  meeting  which  should  be  of  special  interest  to  all  the 
people  who  are  teaching  the  social  studies  is  the  Tuesday  morning 
meeting  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Study  of  Education  in  which 
the  1936  yearbook  on  "The  Social  Studies  Curriculum"  is  to  be  dis- 
cussed.  Charles  A.  Beard,  George  S.  Counts,  and  a  number  of  other 
men  of  equal  distinction  are  on  the  panel  for  the  discussion  of  the 
Yearbook.   I  would  like  not  only  to  suggest  but  to  urge  that  all 
teachers  of  social  studies  arrange  to  have  their  open  dates  next 
Tuesday  and  attend  this  morning  session. 

The  Tuesday  evening  session  should  also  be  interesting  in 
that  the  Association  has  invited  the  Republican  ex-governor  Allen  of 
Kansas,  the  New  Deal  Democratic  Senator  Barkley  of  Kentucky,  and 
Norman  Thomas   each  to  take  forty  minutes  to  present  the  program  of 
his  party.   The  spokesman  in  each  case  was  selected  by  the  National 
Committee  of  the  party  he  represents. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  have  more  copies  of  the  general 
program,  but  there  is  a  copy  in  the  office  which  anyone  who  is  inter- 
ested may  see.   All  members  of  the  education  staff  and  the  practice 
department,  including  the  critic  teachers,  ought  to  arrange  to  spend 
some  time  at  the  meeting.   The  educational  exhibits  alone  will  be 
worth  the  trip  to  St.  Louis. 
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What  They  Are  Doing  at  Normal 

The  following  sections  are  copied  from  the  report  of 
President  Fairchild  of  the  Teachers  College  at  Normal,  which  is  to 
be  presented  to  the  Normal  School  Board  today: 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  again  this  year,  we  have  a  one 
hundred  per  cent  membership  of  the  175  teachers  in  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association.   In  addition  all  of  the  members  of  the  faculty 
belong  to  the  Illinois  State  Teachers  Association." 

"We  note  an  increased  professional  attitude  on   the  part  of  stu- 
dents this  year  as  compared  with  the  past  two  years.   One  evidence 
of  this  is  shown  by  the  number  of  students  who  will  graduate  this 
year  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  seniors 
in  teachers  colleges  to  become  members  of  "the  National  Education 
Association  and  receive  the  N.  E.  A.  Journal  without  cost  for  the 
remainder  of  this  year,  providing  they  would  agree  to  become  members 
beginning  next  year  if  they  obtained  a  teaching  position.   On  this 
basis,  435  students  have  already  accepted. membership  as  compared 
with  362  last  year.   There  is  other  evidence  of  a  professional  at- 
titude that  is  indeed  a  welcome  situation." 

These  announcements  are  interesting  to  me  in  that  they 
indicate  one  respect  in  which  Normal  seems  to  be  doing  much  better 
than  we  are.   Professional  attitudes  and  ideals  are  transmitted  from 
faculty  to  students  by  imitation  and  sympathetic  radiation.   It  u 
doubtful  whether  they  can  be  taught  in  any  other  way.   Since  this  is 
a  professional  school,  all  of  us  ought  to  concern  ourselves  with 
bringing  up  the  professional  morale  of  the  staff,  and  of  our  junior 
and  senior  classes. 

One  important  step  toward  an  increase  in  professional 
morale  will  be  for  as  many  of  us  as  possible  to  attend  the  meeting 
at  St.  Louis  next  week. 


Publications  of  Faculty  Members  at  Normal 

I  also  am  copying  the  following  announcement  from  Mr. 
Fairchild' s  report: 

"In  addition  to  the  usual  large  number  of  contributions  made 
by  faculty  members  through  speaking  engagements  and  the  writing  of 
magazine  articles,  it  seems  proper  to  call  attention  to  four  books 
which  have  been  written  by  members  of  our  staff,  all  of  which  have 
come  from  the  press  since  January  1  of  this  year. 

(l)   The  American  Citizen  by  Kinneman,  Browne  and  Ellwood, 
three  members  of  our  Social  Science  Department  staff,  and  published 
by  Harpers,  is  a  new  approach  to  social  science  in  high  schools. 

(?.)   Structure  and  Style  by  Miss  Esthpr  Vinson  and  Dr.  G-erda 
Okerlund  of  our  English  Department  staff,  published  by  Nelson,  is  a 
text  in  the  field  of  literature  designed  for  college  classes. 
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(3)  Budgeting  and  Public  Schools  by  Dr.  C.  A.  DeYoung,  head 
of  our  Department  of  Education  and  published  by  Doubleday,  Doran, 

is  a  text  designed  for  college  classes  in  school  administration  and 
particularly  in  the  field  of  school  finance. 

(4)  General  Shop  Metal  Work  by  A.  W,  Dragoo  of  our  Industrial 
Arts  Department  staff,  published  by  McKnight  and  McKnlght,  is  de- 
signed for  classes  in  metal  working. 

At  least  three  other  manuscripts  are  in  the  final  stages  of 
completion  and  will  soon  be  in  book  form." 

I  hope  I  may  occasionally  have  the  privilege  of  presenting 
a  similar  report  to  the  Teachers  College  Board.   I  hope  also  that 
the  Board  may  adopt  a  policy  which  is  in  force  in  many  of  the  uni- 
versities whereby  the  publication  of  a  book  by  a  nationally  recog- 
nized publishing  house  calls  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
author' s  salary. 


No  Smoking  Rule  Still  in  Force 

Mr.  McAndrew  has  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
rules  concerning  smoking  at  social  functions  are  not  being  enforced 
as  they  should  be.   The  rule  is  that  smoking  is  permitted  only  down- 
stairs in  the  corridors.   Recently  the  orchestra  at  one  of  the 
dances  persisted  in  smoking  after  the  janitor  explained  the  rule 
to  them.   Hereafter, when  orchestras  are  engaged,  the  committee  in 
charge  will  have  an . understanding  with  them  on  this  point;  and  if 
they  do  not  want  to  abide  by  the  rules  of  the  College,  they  simply 
will  not  be  engaged. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  the  new  administration 
to  make  examples  of  a  few  people  who. seem  to  think  that  the  reason- 
able rules  for  the  control  of  the  College  that  have  prevailed  here 
for  a  generation  have  been  suspended.   Student  committees  who  want 
to  avoid  embarrassment  at  their  social  functions  will  see  to  it  that 
the  rules  are  observed.   If  they  and  their  guests  are  humiliated 
by  the  necessity  of  direct  personal  censure,  it  will  be  their  own 
fault.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Correlation 

of  Schedules 

The  Committee  on  the  Correlation  of  the  Schedule  which  was 
appointed  last  summer  and  which  has  served  for  the  three  terms  of 
this  year  has  turned  in  a  report  on  its  work  together  with  the 
following  recommendations: 

1.  That  some  active  agency  continue  to  function  in  this 
capacity  but  that,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  chairmanship  be  rotated. 

2.  That  there  be  a  continuation  of  efforts  to  distribute  the 
classes  over  seven  periods. 

3.  That  some  arrangement  be  made  whereby  the  smaller  depart- 
ments that  give  elective  courses  could  alternate  and  share  first 
and  seventh  hour  courses. 

4.  That  no  department  be  allowed  to  change  the  schedule  after 

it  has  been  approved  by  the  committee  without  consulting  the  President 
or  some  designated  authority, 

5.  That  the  term  "laboratory  period"  be  reserved  for  science 
departments. 

6.  That  an  equitable  distribution  of  teaching  load  and  time  be 
arranged  to  eliminate  the  greatest  source  of  faculty  irritation. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  recommendations,  I  am  appointing  the 
same  committee  to  serve  next  year  with  the  exception  that,  at  Ilr. 
Neckers'  request,  Hiss  Peacock  will  be  chairman  for  the  ensuing  year 
instead  of  Mr.  Neckers. 
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Mr.  Powers  Substituting  for  Mr.  Wham 

Mr.  E.  W.  Powers  of  Blooraington  is  substituting  for  Mr. 
Wham  during  his  illness. 


The  Committee  on  the  Improvement  of  Instruction 

Mr.  Wham's  illness  is  particularly  unfortunate  because  it 
leaves  his  work  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Improvement  of 
Instruction  unfinished.   Inasmuch  as  the  questionnaire  which  the 
Committee  decided  to  have  the  teachers  try  out  late  In  the  term  is  to 
be  used  next  Monday,  it  will  be  well,  I  think,  for  the  Committee  to 
have  a  meeting  this  week.   Accordingly,  there  will  be  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Improvement  of  Instruction  in  the  President's 
Office  on  Thursday  evening  at  four  o'clock.-  In  the  absence  of  Mr.

Eternal  Vigilance  is  Recommended 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  some  examples  of  cheating  in 
connection  with  examinations.   One  case  in  particular  that  was 
brought  to  the  office  was  that  of  a  student  who  came  into  possession 
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of  a  sort  of  key  to  a  new  type  mimeographed  test  which,  so  the  story 
goes,  one  of  the  teachers  always  uses  at  the  close  of  a  certain 
course.   It  is  obvious  that  it  is  unwise  always  to  use  the  same  test 
at  the  close  of  a  given  course.   This  particular  student  consulted 
Miss  Woody  to  find  out  whether  or  not  it  was  ethical  to  use  the  key. 
In  one  class  it  is  reported  that  the  tests  are  so  much  alike  from 
terra  to. term  that -students  secure  papers  that  were  written  in  pre- 
vious years  and  simply  use  them  for  review  for  tests  that  could  not 
otherwise  be  passed  without  hours  of  outside  reading.   This  story 
comes  up  in  connection  with  weekly  tests  on  outside  reading  and 
lectures. 

It  appears  that  one  important  thing  that  needs  to  be  done 
for  the  improvement  of  instruction  is  for  teachers  who  have  been 
somewhat  lax  in  these  matters  to  make  it  harder  to  cheat  in  their 
classes. 


Seniors  May  Be  Excused  for  a  Day 

Upon  ny  raising  the  question,  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Practice  Teaching,  has  recommended  that  seniors  be  privileged  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  National  Education  Association  any  one  day 
of  this  week.   The  meeting,  as  you  know,  is  being  held  at  St.  Louis 
the  first  four  days  of  this  week.   Permission  to  be  absent  from 
classes  has  been  granted  by  the  President.   However,  students  are  also 
expected  to  arrange  with  faculty  members  with  whom  they  have  classes 
before  leaving. 

Upon  returning  from  the  St.  Louis  meeting  each  senior  must 
file  his  name  together  with  the  list  of  sessions  attended  and  also 
a  summary  of  discussions 'he' heard  in  the  office.   Following  this 
the  complete  list  of  students  will  be  presented  to  each  faculty 
member  so  that  the  absences  of  these  students  may  be  properly 
excused. 

It  is  suggested  that,  particularly  in  the  Departments  of 
Education  and  the  Social  Sciences,  an  opportunity  might  be  extended 
to  these  students  during  class  hours  to  present  a  brief  report  of 
what  they  heard  at  the  sessions  attended. 


The  Cost  of  Electricity  Again 

In  Faculty  Bulletin  No.  5  issued  under  date  of .November  18, 
we  referred  to  the  excessive  use  of  electricity.   At  that  time,  we 
had  been  spending  approximately  $400  a  month  for  current.  We  are 
now  spending  $800  per  month  for  current.   Although  we  have  suggested 
that  members  of  the  staff  assist  in  eliminating  unnecessary  waste  of 
current,  the  records  of  the  Business  Office  indicate  that  there  has 
been  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  electricity  in  only  two  buildings 
when  this  year's  costs  are  compared  with  the  costs  for  corresponding 
periods  last  year.   The  two  buildings  showing  a  decrease  in  cost  are 
the  Heating  Plant  and  Shryock  Auditorium.   Members  of  the  staff  are, 
therefore,  requested  to  assist  in  reducing  the  unnecessary  con- 
sumption of  electricity.

Changes  in  Library  Rules 

A  number  of  complaints  have  come  from  faculty  members  con- 
cerning the  use  of  current  magazines  and  reserve  books  in  the  library. 
It  appears  the  over  liberal  privileges  of  members  of  the  faculty 
interfere  at  times  with  important  library  work  in  some  departments. 
Accordingly,  henceforward,  the  rules  for  the  use  of  the  library  by 
faculty  members  will  be  changed  to  avoid  the  abuses  to  which  objec- 
tions have  been  made. 

Unbound  magazines  may  be  taken  from  the  library  for  one  day 
and  night  only.   The  current  number  of  any  magazine  may  not  be  taken 
out  of  the  library  at  all  by  anyone. 

Books  that  are  placed  on  reserve  by  a  faculty  member  for 
use  by  his  students  may  be  withdrawn  by  another  faculty  member  for  one 
night  and  day  only.   Bound  volumes  of  periodicals  may  be  withdrawn 
from  the  library  only  for  short  periods  for  class  use  and  are  subject 
to  call  by  the  librarian  at  any  time, 

The  rules  with  reference  to  books  that  are  not  on  reserve 
will  not  be  changed  for  the  present.   However,  the  practice  of  with- 
drawing any  book  from  the  library  and  keeping  it  indefinitely  is  not 
a  good  practice.   Our  library  is  very  inadequate  at  "pest.   Therefore, 
in  order  to  make  it  most  effective,  we  should  never  have  any  part  of 
it  made  unavailable  by  unnecessarily  long  withdrawal. 

The  same  penalties  that  apply  to  students  for  keeping  re- 
served books  and  periodicals  out  after  they  are  due  will  apply  to 
faculty  members.

The  College  and  the  G-overnraent 

"Obviously  a  government  resting  upon  the  will  of  universal 
suffrage  of  the  people  has  no  anchorage  except  in  the  people's  intel- 
ligence.  While  the  advantages  of  a  college  education  are  by  no  means 
necessary  to  good  citizenship,  yet  the  college  graduate,  found  every- 
where, cannot  smother  opportunities  to  teach  his  fellow  countrymen 
and  influence  them  for  good,  nor  hide  his  talents  without  recreancy 
to  a  trust. 

"  I,  for  one,  hasten  to  concede  the  good  already  accomplished 
by  our  educated  men  in  purifying  and  steadying  political  sentiment, 
but  I  hope  I  may  be  allowed  to  intimate  my  belief  that  their  work 
in  these  directions  would  be  easier  and  more  useful  if  it  were  less 
spasmodic  and  occasional.   I  am  certain, therefore,  that  a  more  con~  . 
stant  and  active  participation  in  political  affairs  on  the  part  of  our 
men  of  education  would  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value  to  our  coun- 
try.  It  is  unfortunate  that  politics  should  be  regarded  in  any  quar- 
ter as  an  unclean  thing  to  be  avoided  by  those  claiming  to  be  educated. 
It  would  be  strange  indeed  if  anything  relating  to  the  administration 
of  our  government  or  the  welfare  of  our  nation  should  be  considered 
degrading. 

The  centuries  speak  with  many  voices,  but  they  are  all  har- 
monious.  From  the  revival  of  letters  until  now,  from  the  days  of 
Gerson,  the  great  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Paris  five  hundred 
years  ago,  every  advance  in  civilization  has  been  dependent  upon  the 
influences  which  have  proceeded  from  the  seats  of  learning.   Their 
light  has  illuminated  the  foremost  nations  of  Chrlstiandom.   In  days 
.to  come  as  well  as  in  days  that  are  past,  their  oower  is  and  will  be 
felt  upon  the  Interests  of  mankind.   Let  us  hope  and  believe,  let  us 
labor  and  pray  that  the  American  universities,  when  they  are  fully 
organized,  may  be  worthy  allies  of  the  strongest  and  best  foundations 
--steady  promoters  of  knowledge,  virtue,  and  faith."

The  Southern  Division  Meeting 

I  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  interest  which  the 
members  of  the  faculty  took  in  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Division, 
and  with  the  effort  that  many  of  the  members  made  to  establish  good 
contacts  with  the  public  school  people  of  our  area.   While  we  do  not 
want  to  cheapen  ourselves  by  overdoing  the  job  of  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  College,  it  is  highly  important  that  we  continue  to 
do  effective  work  along  this  line.   The  kind  of  work  we  can  do  at  the 
teachers  meetings  is  at  once  more  effective  and  less  likely  to  be 
offensive  than  any  kind  of  printed  advertising. 

Incidentally,  by  no  means  the  least  important  value  in 
these  contacts  is  that  we  who  work  in  a  teachers  college  need  the 
stimulation  and  the  understanding  that  we  can  get  for  our  ourselves 
from  contact  with  the  public  school  groups.   Many  of  the  members  of 
the  staff  are  doing  very  fine  work  by  assuming  leadership  in  differ- 
ent sections  and  subsidiary  organizations  of  the  Association. 


The  Committee  on  Graduate  Wo rk 

Without  consulting  any  of  the  College  authorities  the 
resolutions  committee  of  the  Southern  Division  went  on  record  in 
favor  of  graduate  work  at  this  College  no  later  than  the  summer  of 
1936.   Of  course  we  cannot  consider  this  at  all,  but  it  does  indicate 
that  there  is  popular  demand  for  the  development  of  a  small  graduate 
department  here.

and  Mr.  David  Mcintosh.   Each  member  of  this  committee  represents  one 
of  the  large  divisions  of  the  work  of  the  school.   Mr.  Mcintosh  is 
expected  to  represent  the  whole  arts  and  crafts  group.   For  the 
present  the  committee  exists  merely  to  study  the  problem.   We  have  no 
intention  of  doing  any tiling  definite  until  we  have  carefully  sur- 
veyed the  ground  that  lies  before  us.

Anyone  "Jho   is  interested  in  directing  recre- 
ation and  in  the  very  interesting  new  fields  in  education  "rhich  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  is  opening  ud  is  welcome  to  attend 
these  sessions.   Most  of  them  will  be  held  in  the  gymnasium,  but 
some  general  sessions  will  be  held  in  the  Auditorium. 


I.Ir.  Lent z  to  the  Loan  Fund  Committee 

Because  of  his  position  as  Dean  of  Men  and  his  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  boys  of  the  school,  Mr.  Lentz  has  been  appoint- 
ed a  member  of  the  Student  Loan  Fund  Committee.   The  Egyptian  recent- 
ly made  a  contribution  of  $200  to  the  Student  Loan  Fund.

Faculty  Library  Committee 

After  careful  consideration  and  discussion  with  the  Council 
of  Administration,  it  has  been  decided  to  set  up  a  faculty  library 
committee.   This  committee  is  to  meet  with  Miss  Hart  periodically 
to  consider  the  problems  of  the  library  and  to  make  suggestions  and 
consider  general  oolicies  for  its  administration  and  improvement.

It  is 
hoped  that  this  committee,  cooperating  with  the  librarian,  will  be 
able  to  Improve  the  quality  of  service  that  the  library  gives  to  the 
school  and  the  relations  between  the  faculty  and  the  library.

Scholarship  Bulletin 

With  this  bulletin  there  is  being  placed  in  the  box  of  each 
faculty  member  a  bulletin  which  the  five  teachers  colleges  of 
Illinois  are  getting  out  together  explaining  the  new  scholarship 
law  which  provides  scholarships  in  the  teachers  colleges  for  superi- 
or high  school  students*   We  should  like  to  have  each  faculty  nen- 
ber read  it  and  then  help  to  make  it  effective  in  bringing  to  our 
school  those  superior  high  school  students  whon  it  is  designed  to 
benefit. 


Teachers  as  Individuals 

"So  true  is  this  that  it  can  fairly  be  said  of  any  college 
that  has  survived  over  a  period  of  years,  that  it  has  done  so  be- 
cause of  the  men   who  have  lived  in  it.   Through  these  able  and 
conscientious  teachers  flows  the  blood  that  keeps  the  institution 
alive.   As  a  rule  such  men   and  ^onen  are  difficult  to  classify. 
Sonetines  they  have  the  conventional  preparation  and  the  degrees  are 
conventionally  valued;  sonetines  they  do  not.   Sonetines  they  are 
willing  conforners  who  fit  easily  into  college  patterns;  nore  often 
they  are  individualists  themselves,  who  find  it  difficult  to  con- 
forn  to  set  procedures.   If  each  of  us  had  the  power  to  describe  the 
livest  spark  in  his  college  career,  and  if  these  descriptions  were 
bound  into  a  book,  the  result  would  be  a  strange  volune.   It  is  said 
that  the  nost  important  teacher  in  one  college,  with  a  history  of 
almost  a  century,  is  blind.   Despite  this  handicap,  in  addition  to 
his  duties  as  teacher,  he  has  served  the  college  and  its  undergrade 
uates  as  chairnan  of  the  athletic  board,  and  has  also  had  charge  of* 
student  publications.   His  personal  qualities  have  drawn  nany  young 
people  to  the  institution.   His  contribution  to  the  connon  life  of 
the  college  has  been  invaluable.   Sonetines  this  spark  is  found  in 
the  office  of  the  dean  (this  was  the  case  at  Harvard  with  Dean 
Briggs,  at  Princeton  with  Dean  West) ;  or  in  a  department  chief  such 
as  Dr.  Osier  at  Hopkins.   What  Yale  man  of  yesterday  escaped  the  in- 
fluence of  Sumner?  All  Anerican  education  is  indebted  to  the  driving 
personalities  of  presidents  Eliot,  Jordon,  G-ilnan,  and  Barnard, 
Angell  of  Michigan,  Janes  of  Illinois,  Alderman  of  Virginia,  Harper 
of  Chicago.   In  the  departnent  of  philosoohy  and  psychology  at  Wes- 
leyan,  Professor  Arnstrong  enrolled  Thorndike  of  Colunbia,  Judd  of 
Chicago,  Dearborn  of  Harvard,  Freeman  of  Chicago,  Bergstrom  of  Indi- 
ana— all  distinguished  psychologists.   Similar  instances  occur  every- 
where and  constitute  the  inner  history  of  education.   Indeed,  it  is 
the  influence  of  such  rnen  as  these  that  has  convinced  the  public,  the 
church,  and  the  state,  of  the  essential  value  of  higher  education.  It 
is  the  spirit  of  such  men  that  has  enabled  institutions  to  carry  on 
through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  their  history.   There  is  a  spirit  that 
rises  above  hardship  and  another  that  succumbs  when  it  meets  opposi- 
tion, but  the  spirit  of  Intellectual  growth  and  inquiry  oerseveres 
and  advances  no  matter  how  great  the  ordeals. "--Spiritual  Resources 
of  the  American  College  by  Walter  A.  Jessup,  Carnegie  Foundation.

Miss  Bowyer,  who  has  charge  of  the  freshman  class,  would 
like  to  announce  that  we  will  need  more  freshman  group  sponsors  next 
year  than  we  have  had  this  year.   Some  of  this  year's  sponsors  are 
going  on  leave  of  absence  next  year,  and  it  is  also  desirable  to  make 
the  groups  much  smaller  than  they  were  this  year.   Miss  Bowyer  es- 
timates that  she  will  need. about  twenty  more  group  leaders.   We  would 
like  to  have  the  faculty  members  who  are  interested  in  this  work  to 
volunteer  for  this  service. 

From  all  Indications  the  freshman  group  sponsorship  this 
year  has  done  excellent  work,  and  next  year  it  should  do  much  better. 
Plans  are  already  under  way  for  a  three-day  orientation  period  for 
freshmen  just  before  the  opening  of  school.   During  this  period  the 
freshmen  will  be  registered  much  more  slowly  and  carefully  than  has 
been  possible  hitherto,  and  a  number  of  other  things  will  be  done  t 
familiarize  them  with  the  workings  of  the  school  before  they  begin  to 
attend  classes.

I  hooe 
that  we  will  be  able  to  secure  the  additional  sponsors  that  will  be 
needed  to  do  it  most  effectively. 


Some  Federal  Art  Project  Work  for  the  College 

On  Saturday  I  visited  the  Federal  Art  studios  in  Chicago  and 
was  surprised  at  the  fine  quality  of  work  that  is  being  done  by  un- 
employed artists  working  under  the  W.P.A.  authority.   I  find  that 
the  teachers  colleges  at  Macomb  and  DeKalb  have  already  received  a 
considerable  number  of  paintings  and  some  mural  decorations  from  the 
Federal  Art  Project,  and  was  assured  that  we  are  next  in  line. 

Mrs.  Increase  Robinson,  the  director  of  the  project,  will 
visit  the  campus  in  about  two  weeks,  bringing  with  her  enough  small 
paintings  and  sculptures  to  make  a.  small  exhibit,  and  photographs  of 
some  of  the-  nort  elaborate  mural  decorations  that  have  been  made.   I 
am  asking  the  art  department  to  go  to  work  today  to  make  some  olans 
to  block  out  some  work  that  would  be  most  suitable  here  at  the 
College.   I  am  particularly  interested,  in  some  work  for  the  library. 


A  Doctrine  Suitable  to  Carbondale 

"In  America,  a  land  of  idealism,  the  profession  of  teaching 
has  become  one  of  the  greatest  of  human  employments. . .a  fifth  of  our 
entire  population  is  constantly  at  school  (this  fraction  has  in- 
creased to  one-fourth  today) .. .When. .. it  is  entered  as  a  profession, 
as  a  serious  and  difficult  fine  art,  there  are  few  employments  more 
satisfying.   All  over  the  country  thousands  of  men  and  women  are 
following  it  with  a  passionate  devotion  which  takes  little  account 
of  the  income  received. .. .According  to  the  judgments  of  today  a 
teacher  may  be  unimaginative,  pedantic,  dull,  and,  may  make  his  stu-. 
dents  no  less  so;  he  will  still  deserve  a  cro,,rn  of  wild  olive  as  a 
"productive"  man  if  he  neglects  his  classroom  for  the  printing  press. 
But  this  is  to  put  first  things  second  and  second  things  first.   He 
who  is  original  and  fecund,  and  knows  how  to  beget  a  similar  spirit 
in  his  students,  will  naturally  wish  to  express  himself  beyond'  his 
classroom.   By  snatching  the  fragments  of  time  which  his  arduous 
work  allows,  he  may  accomplish  much  "rorthy  writing  and  orobably  in- 
crease too  his  worth, for  his  college,  his  students,  and  himself.  . 

But  the  business  of  book-making  is,  n.fter  all,  collateral 
with  us  teachers.   Not  for  this  are  we  employed,  desirable  though  it 
is  for  showing  the  kind  of  mind  we  bear.   Llany  of  my  most  productive 
colleagues  have  printed  little  or  nothing,  though  they  have  left  a 
deep  mark  on  the  life  and  science  of  our  time.   I  would  encourage  pub- 
lication.  It  keeps  the  solitary  student  healthy,  enables  him  to  find 
his  place  among  his  felloes,  and  more  distinctly  to  estimate  the  con- 
tributions he  is  making  to  his  subject.   But  let  him  never  neglect 
his  oroper  work  for  that  which  must  always  have  in  it  an  element  of 
advertising."

Concerning  Quarterly  Requisitions 

The  quarterly  requisitions  which  have  been  submitted  by  the 
heads  of  departments  for  the  summer  quarter  call  for  a  total  of  more 
than  $22,500,  or  about  $12,000  more  than  the  appropriation  for  the 
quarter.   The  large  overdrafts  are  $1900  in  operation  and  something 
over  $10,000  In  reoaris  and  equipment.   The  income  for  tuition  which 
is  in  prospect  for  the  summer  term  should  be  about  $9000.   Of  this 
something  over  $3000  is  already  pledged  in  salaries  for  student  help 
and  in  other  regular  expenses  that  are  being  carried  by  the  Revolving 
Fund,   This  will  leave  about  $6000  free  to  be  appropriated  at  the 
discretion  of  the  administration. 

I  am  perfectly  willing  that  all  of  this  $6000  be  added  to 
the  appropriation  for  operation  and  equipment,  but  even  after  this  Is 
done  the  total  called  for  by  the  requisitions  is  still  $6400  above 
all  available  resources  now  in  prospect.   The  implications  of  the 
situation  should  be  plain  to  all  department  heads.   It  will  be 
necessary  to  reduce  "the  amounts  called  for  in  the  requisitions  by 
about  $6400. 

In  two  or  three  instances  it  appears  that  faculty  members 
misunderstood  what  was  said  at  the  faculty  meeting  last  week  and 
included  in  their  requisitions  for  the  forthcoming  quarter  the  re- 
quests that  they  were  asked  to  make  up  for  a  special  appropriation 
which  we  are  going  to  try  to  get  the  Legislature  to  give  us  for  the 
next  biennium.   Where  this  has  been  done  the  matter  should  be  correct- 
ed in  the  Business  Office  at  once.   I  am  sorry  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  approve  all  requisitions  as  submitted,  but  we  cannot  spend  more 
money  In  any  quarter  than  we  expect  to  receive  from  appropriations 
and  tuition  combined. 
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The  Illinois  Conference  on  Social  Welfare 

The  Illinois  Conference  on  Social  V/elfare  will  hold  a 
regional  meeting  on  the  campus  a  week  from  this  coming  Saturday. 
The  theme  of  the  urogram  is  Public  Health  Service.   The  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare are  both  cooperating  with  the  meeting.   The  program  includes 
the  names  of  some  distinguished  authorities  in  their  fields.   The 
Illinois  Conference  on  Social  Welfare  is  an  important  organization 
in  the  state.   Teachers  interested  In  health  and  in  social  welfare 
and  related  problems  should  know  about  its  work.   The  conference 
program  is  in  general  charge  of  Ilr.  Swart s.   Dr.  Hinrichs  and  Miss 
Denny  are  asked  to  cooperate. 


North  Central  Association  Lie e ting

Senator  Wheeler,  Wednesday  Night 

On  Wednesday  of  this  week  Senator  Wheeler  will  speak  in  the 
Auditorium  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  Entertainment  Course. 
For  those  who  do  not  hold  an  activity  ticket,  the  admission  will  be 
fifty  cents. 

Senator  Wheeler  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  leaders 
among  the  progressive  western  senators.   Ke  first  won  fame  as  a. 
member  of  the  committee  that  investigated  the  Teapot  Dome  oil 
scandals.   In  1924  he  was  a  candidate  for  Vice  President  on  a 
Progressive  ticket  with  Senator  LaFollette.   Recently  he  has  been 
active  as  an  opponent  of  the  Public  Utilities.   Wheeler  Dam  is 
named  for  him. 

Senator  Wheeler's  coming  is  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the 
College  to  give  a  hearing  to  outstanding  spokesmen  of  different 
points  of  view.   Mr.-  Wheeler  may  be  thought  of  as  representing  a 
point  of  view  which  is  as  far  from  that  which  '-/rg  represented  by 
Mark  Sullivan  as  it  could  be  and  remain  within  the  general  frame 
of  reference  in  which  our  present  social  order  operates.

Some  Observations  on  Chapel 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration  last  week 
when  the  students'  conduct  in  chapel  "ras  under  discussion,  one  o4^  the 
members  of  the  Council  made  the  suggestion  that  the  example  of  the 
faculty  on  the  platform  during  chapel  was  not  always  good  and  that 
students  had  been  heard  to  observe  the  fact.   Once  before  in  the 
weekly  bulletin  it  was  made  plain  that  chapel  attendance  is  expected 
of  faculty  members  on  Ilonday  and  on  Thursday.   It  certainly  ought 
not  be  necessary  to  make  any  observations  about  the  decorum  of 
faculty  members  during  chapel. 

In  order  to  make  the  obligation  of  attending  chapel  less 
onerous  to  faculty  members,  "re  shall  begin  this  week  to  ask  faculty 
attendance  on  the  Platform  on  Monday  only.   On  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
the  orchestra  and  the  band  respectively  will  rive  the  orogram  and 
only  the  faculty  member,  whose  turn  it  is  to  lend  will  appear  on  the 
)latforra.   It  will  be  understood,  however,  that  faculty  members  will 
e  all  reasonable  effort  to  attend  the  chapel  exercises  on  tic   ay 
that  no  con:    Lees  with  students  or  other  faculty  members  will 
bi  called  at  this  time  unless  they  are  unavoidable. 

As  I  observed  once  before,  there  is  some  question  as  to 
Lether  or  not  general  school  exercises  should  be  held  as  often  r 
they  have  been  held  her-^.   That  question  I  am  ready  to  consider  on 
its  merits  at  any  time;  but  as  long  as  we  do  hove  the  chs 

else,  there  is  no  question  but  that  it  should  b  Luable  and 

dignified  as  it  can  be..   If  any     Lty  memb         ^oected  to 


sit  on  the  stage,  then  all  faculty  members  must  be  asked  to  do  so. 
In  dealing  with  large  groups  of  people,  it  is  never  possible  to 
concede  privileges  to  individuals  that  could  not  well  be  conceded 
to  the  whole  group.   Therefore  I  am  asking  the  whole-hearted  cooper- 
ation of  the  whole  faculty  in  toning  up  the  chaoel  exercise. 


On  Arranging  Off  Periods 

I  understand  that  the  rule  hitherto  has  been  that  no  faculty 
member  is  supposed  to  arrange  his  weekly  off  oeriods  in  such  a  way 
as  to  give  him  a  whole  half  day  at  any  time  during  the  week.   This 
rule,  as  I  understand  it,  was  made  during  the  period  when  the  schools 
were  under  unfriendly  scrutiny  in  order  to  avoid  giving  the  impression 
that  the  teachers  were  not  working  up  to  capacity.   I  believe  that 
if  faculty  members  will  use  their  half  days  off  with  discretion,  no 
unfavorable  criticism  of  the  College  will  result,  and  that  it  will 
be  a  great  advantage  to  individual  faculty  members  to  have  an  occa- 
sional half  day  upon  which  they  can  work  without  interruption  at 
studying  or  writing.   We  shall  understand,  therefore,  that  here- 
after there  will  be  no  objection  to  arranging  off  days  in  such  a 
way  that  a  whole  half  day  may  be  kept  free.   The  rule  against  arrang- 
ing the  off  oeriods  on  Monday  morning  or  Friday  afternoon  still 
stands  for  reasons  that  any  intelligent  person  can  recognize. 


Technical  Proficiency  Versus  Mere  Understanding 

Some  of  the  disagreements  and  misunderstandings  that  are 
occurring  in  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  in  the  departments  when 
the  work  of  the  Committee  is  discussed  appear  to  grow  out  of  the 
failure  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  the  staff  to  differentiate 
between  teaching  a  subject  for  general  intelligent  understanding  of 
the  field  of  human  experience  which  the  subject  covers  and  teaching 
the  subject  for  technical  oroficiency.   There  is  a  place  in  the 
College  for  both  kinds  of  teaching,  but  the  training  of  an  intelli- 
gent citizen  calls  for  more  teaching  for  intelligent  understanding 
than  teaching  for  technical  proficiency.   For  example,  there  are 
only  a  few  of  our  students  who  will  ever  use  a  high  degree  of  tech- 
nical oroficiency  in  chemistry,  ohysics  or  mathematics;  but  all 
intelligent  citizens  of  the  modern  world,  both  for  aooreciation 
and  for  more  practical  uses,  need  the  basic  understanding  of  the 
world  that  these  subjects  give.   Everything  that  moves  in  our  highly 
complex  modern  physical  world  moves  uoon  foundations  of  chemistry 
and  physics. 

The  same  princiole  aoolies  to  other  subjects.   Relatively 
few  of  the  students  who  go  out  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools 
or  to  become  small  toivn  business  or  professional  oeople  ever  need  a 
high  degree  of  technical  proficiency  in  more  than  one  field.   This 
field  may  be  accounting  or  household  arts  or  teaching  or  architecture 
or  medicine  or  law,  but  never  all  of  then  together.   It  is,  there- 
fore, important  in  planning  for  the  general  education  at  which  the 
College  is  aiming  for  the  specialist  in  any  field  to  differentiate 
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between  those  of  his  students  to  whom  he  o"res  training  to  the  ooint 
of  technical  proficiency  and  those  to  whom  he  owes  teaching  in  the 
same  field  of  an  altogether  different  type,  teaching  which  aims  at 
general  intelligent  understanding. 


The  State  Academy  of  Science  Meeting 

Our  faculty  will  be  very  well  represented  on  the  program  of 
the  Illinois  State  Academy  of  Science  which  is  to  be  held  on  Hay  1 
and  2.   Mr.  Bruce  W.  Merwin,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Conservation,  will  speak  at  the  Anthropology  Section  on  "Rock  Carv- 
ings in  Southern  Illinois".   Mr.  Otis  B.  Young,  who  is  chairman  of 
the  Physics  Section,  will  speak  on  "Merits  of  a  National  Radio 
Fraternity  in  a  Non-technical  College"  and  "The  Paradox  in  Beginning 
College  Physics".   Mr.  J,  Henry  Schroeder  will  speak  at  the  Physics 
Section  on  "Does  the  Crystal  Structure  of  Solid  Single  Crystal 
Bismuth  Exist  After  the' Bismuth  Crystal  is  Melted?"  Mr.  J.  W.  Neckers 
will  speak  at  the  Chemistry  Section  on  "The  Chemical  Mineral  Re- 
sources of  Southern  Illinois".   Mr.  Flemin  W.  Cox  will  act  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Geography  Section.   Miss  Mary  M.  Steagall  is  a  member  of 
the  Committees  on  Ecological  Survey,  on  Legislation  and  Finance,  and 
on  Affiliation. 

We  are  hoping  that  next  year's  meeting  of  the. Academy  will  be 
held  on  this  campus.   Members  of  the  faculty  who  attend  the  meeting 
will  do  what  they  can  to  bring  the  1937  meeting  here.   The  meeting 
this  year  is  being  held  at  Q,uincy,  Illinois. 


Call  for  FSA  Student  Time 

If  any  teachers  have  FSA  students  that  could  be  loaned  to 
the  alumni  office  part  time,  it  would  be  appreciated  if  they  would 
report  to  Francis  Noel  in  Mr.  McAndrew's  office.

There  is  an  established  rule  for  reporting  faculty  ab- 
sences which  was  in  effect  here  prior  to  the  change  of  administration, 
This  rule  is  still  in  force.   I  have  noticed,  lately  that  some  of   the 
faculty  members  have  been  careless  about  reporting  absences.   Ab- 
sences should  be  reported,  even  though  the  classes  that  are  missed  are 
made  up  on  off  days.   This  applies  to  all  absences,  whatever  the  ex- 
cuse may  be. 


Who  Hake s  Commencement  Addresses? 

I  am  receiving  some  requests  that  I  recommend  members  of 
the  faculty  to  make  commencement  addresses  in  neighboring  towns.   A 
modest  fee  is  usually  paid  for  this  service.   I  am  not  sure  that  I 
know  exactly  which  members  of  the  faculty  like  to  do  work  of  this 
kind.   It  would  help  me  if  each  faculty  member  who  would  like  to  be 
recommended,  occasionally  for  commencement  addresses  or  teachers'  in- 
stitutes would  have  his  name  placed  on  a  list  which  Miss  Patterson 
will  keep. 


Promoting  Increases  in  Enrollment 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  College  since  registration  for 
the  Uid-Spring  _■■  rm  is  1537.   If  we  are  to  Judge  by  what  hap   i  '  .' 
last  year,    may  expect  fifty  or  sixty  more  to  register  today  and 
tomorrow.   This  Ls  about  as  large  gu   nrollraent  as  we   can  '     ire 
o^  comfortably  with  th<  oreoent  Facllitii     th  Doll  g  ,  although 
it  is  not,  by  any      .  the  largest  av<       ad. 
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I  am  not  particularly  anxious  that  the  net  enrollment  be  increased 
very  much,  but  I  do  feel  that  we  are  still  carrying  some  people  who 
probably  ought  not  to  be  in  the  College  at  all,  while  many  of  the 
best  students  of  the  region  are  still  going  to  other  schools. 

Within  the  past  month  I  have  received  copies  of  three  or 
four  pieces  of  printed  matter  that  the  College  at  Normal  is  using 
to  promote  enrollment  for  next  year.   They  have  also  organized  the 
faculty  so  that  every  county  in  the  area  which  the  College  serves 
has  a  faculty  representative  whose  business  it  is  to  promote  good 
will  for  the  College  in  that  county.   Yet  they  have  definitely  lim- 
ited their  enrollment  to  1800  students.   They  are  engaging  in  these 
promotion  activities  in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  reject 
a  considerable  number  of  the  poorer  students  each  year.   While  I  am 
not  ready  to  go  as  far  as  Normal  has  gone  either  in  the  limiting  of 
enrollment  or  in  promotion  activities,  I  know  perfectly  well  that 
it  is  very  important  for  a  tax  supported  institution  to  keep  up  its 
enrollment  and  to  promote  good  will  among  the  people  in  other  ways. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  urging  again  that  all  faculty 
members  in  their  contacts  outside  the  College  miss  no  opportunities 
to  do  anything  that  comports  with  the  dignity  of  the  College  to  pro- 
mote both  enrollment  and  our  good  reputation. 


We  Need  a  Few  More  Freshman  Sponsors 

Thirty-two  faculty  members  have  volunteered  to  serve  as 
freshman  group  sponsors  next  year.   In  order  to  make  the  number  of 
students  as  small  as  we  would  like  to  make  it,  fifteen  or  fewer, 
we  need  about  eight  or  ten  more.   It  is  not  expected  that  the  work- 
in  connection  with  a  freshman  sponsorship  will" be  hard  or  will 
require  a  large  amount  of  time,  especially  if  we  can  get  the  groups 
small  enough  so  that  close  personal  acquaintance  between  the 
sponsor  and  the  members  of  the  group  will  be  possible.   Neither  is 
it  intended  that  the  group  soonsorshio  should,  have  anything  to  do 
with  discipline.   What  we  are  trying  to  develoo  is  a  sort  of  oro- 
ject  in  informal  education  through  bringing  faculty  members  into 
a  more  intimate  contact  with  students  outside  of  class.   We  are 
gratified  with  the  fine  response  that  we  have  already  received 
from  members  of  the  faculty,  but  we  feel  that  we  can-do  a  better 
Job  ii  we  have  a  few  more.

Organize  Subject  Matter  Divisions 

Following  up  the  faculty  meeting  last  week,  I  should  like  to 
suggest  that  the  divisions  indicated  in  the  outline  that  was  distri- 
buted at  that  time  meet  quite  soon  and  elect  their  chairmen  for  the 
ensuing  year.   In  order  that  the  responsibility  for  calling  the  meet- 
ing may  be  definitely  placed,  I  am  asking  that  the  meeting  be  called 
by  the  senior  department  head  in  the  division,  that  is  the  department 
head  who  has  been  in  this  school  longest.   The  senior  department  head 
who  calls  the  meeting  will  also  act  as  temporary  chairman  in  each 
case.   In  order  that  the  smaller  departments  ray  not  feel  that  there 
is  possible  discrimination  against  them,  I  am  suggesting  that  voting 
be  by  ballot  without  nominations,  and  that  the  two  people  receiving 
the  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  first  balloting  be  the  candidates 
on  a  second  ballot.   This  is  merely  a  suggestion.   The  suggestion  was 
made  last  week  that  division  chairmanships  rotate  among  staff  members 
from  year  to  year.   It  is  not  necessary  that  a  division  chairman  be 
a  deoartment  head. 

I  am  hoping  that  the  divisions  may  be  able  to  accomplish 
some  good  results  for  the  curriculum  by  coordinating  the  work  within 
the  division  and  by  setting  down  certain  minimum  objectives  that  are 
to  be  reached. 


Deoartment  Estimates  for  Special  Improvements  Are  Due 

At  the  faculty  meeting  a  month  ago  a  plan  for  asking  for  a 
special  appropriation  next  year  for  the  replacement  of  obsolete  equip- 

.it  and  for  greatly  needed  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  physical 
plant  was  suggested.   I.Ir.  Miles  would  like  to  have  the  estimates  of 
the  department  heads  as  soon  as  they  can  be  secured. 

Department  heads  may  go  as  far  as  they  like  in  having  the 
necessary  estimates  made  as  long  as  they  do  not  coot  the  College  any- 
thing, and   do  ■  not  commit  us  directly  or  by  implication  to  the  pur- 
chase of  equipment  from  any  particular  firm.   In  present*.).     se 
estimates  we  should  like  to  have  th  p<  rnanent  improvements  to  build- 
lngs  and  grounds  separatee!  from  replacements  and  additions  of  equip- 
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nent . 


It  is  clearly  understood,  of  course,  that  these  proposed 
Improvements  are  tentative  only,  and  that  they  are  contingent  uoon 
our  being  able  to  get  a  special  addition  to  our  aopropriation  to  have 
then  made.   The  neglect  of  the  depression  years  has  caused  sore  of 
the  buildings  and  some  of  the  equipment  to  be  desperately  in  need  of 
attention. 


The  No-Credit  English  Work

English  is  very  bad  to  the  no-credit  course.   It  is  interesting, 
though  a  bit  discouraging,  to  receive  Miss  Bowyer1 s  report  of  the 
degree  to  which  members  of  the  staff  not  in  the  English  department 
have  cooperated.  Ihi}    score  to  date  is  as  follows:   I.Ir.  Ragsdale,  3; 
Mr.  Lawson,  4;  Mr.  Shryock,  2;    and  I.Ir.  Abbott,  1. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  primary  responsibility  for 
selecting  students  who  obviously  need  ore-college  training  in  English 
rests  on  the  English  department.   It  would  do  much,  however,  to  im- 
prove the  general  tone  of  English  exoression  in  the  College  if  the 
students  knew  that  there  in  danger  of  being  condemned  to  a  no-cred.it 
English  course  as  a  result  of  poor  work  done  in  .any  class.   Good 
habits  of  speaking  and  writing  are  only  acquired  when  they  are  prac- 
ticed outside  the  English  classroom  as  well  as  in  it.   A  large  part 
of  our  failure  in  teaching  English  in  both  high  school  and  college 
comes  about  because  we  fail  to  provide  a  strong  enough  incentive  to 
the  student  to  make  wheat  lie  learns  in  the  English  classroom  carry  over 
to  other  situations  in  which  he  user;  language. 

May  I  urge  again  that,  with  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term, 
all  teachers  give  the  English  department  a  little  better  supoort  than 
appears  to  have  been  done  hitherto? 


Federal  Arts  Director  Will  Vi s i t  C amou s 

On  Tuesday  of  this  week  Mrs.  Increase  Robinson,  the  Director 
of  the  Federal  Art  Project  in  Chicago  will  be  on  the  carious.   At  this 
time  she  will  bring  with  her  some  samples  of  work  that  has  been  done 
in  the  Federal  Art  studios.   These  will  be  placed  on  exhibit  on  the 
campus  at  a  place  to  be  announced  later.   Since  it  is  to  the  interest 
of  the  College  to  get  as  much,  service  as  we  can  from  the  Federal  Art 
Projects,  I  hope  that  these  of  us  who  will  cone  into  contact  with  Mrs. 
Robinson  will  do  what  we  can  to  make  her  visit  a  pleasant  one  and  to 
impress  her  with  the  fact  that  we  are  anxious  to  cooperate  with  her. 
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McAndrew' s  Educational  Review 

Every  teacher  in  a  teachers  college  ought  to  be  familiar  with 

and  interested  in  the  general  trends  in  educational  theory.   For  those 
who  have  only  a  snail  amount  of  tine  that  they  can  devote-  to  surveying 
the  field  of  what  is  being  said  and  thought  in  education  on  the  col- 
lege level,  there  is  no  better  nagazine  than  the  thin  but  very  schol- 
arly weekly,  School  and  Society.   A  monthly  feature  of  School  and 
Society  which  is  especially  valuable  is  the  Educational  Review  by 
William  l.IcAndrew,  the  former  Chicago  city  superintendent,  who  was  the 
more  or  less  innocent  victim  of  Big  Bill  Thompson's  private  war  on 
King  G-eorge. 

This  review  is  a  monthly  review  of  boohs  that  have  something 
to  do  with  education.   Mr.  l.IcAndrew1  s  conception  of  education  is  a 
very  broad  one.   Accordingly,  his  book  review  covers  all  books  that 
deal  with  the  larger  social  backgrounds  of  education.   In  the  monthly 
review  which  came  out  last  week  there  were  three  outstanding  brief 
reviews  of  what  appear  to  be  important  new  books.   They  were  Alfred 
N.  Bingham's,   Insurgent  America,  A.  A.  Milne's,  Peace  with  Honor, 
and  President  Robert  II.  Kut chins',  No  Friendly  Voice.   I  heartily 
recommend  to  all  those  who  would  like  to  read  the  reactions  of  a 
broad  and  brilliant  mind  to  what  is  new  in  the  literature  of  education, 
the  spending  of  an  hour  a  month  with  McAndrew  and  his  Educational 
Review.

A  Summary  of  the  Brookings  Report 

As  has  been  previously  observed  in  the  weekly  bulletin,  the 
very  acute  problems  that  confront  society  at  the  present  time  are 
social  problems.   It  behooves  all  of  us  therefore,  whether  our 
special  fields  lie  in  the  social  studies  or  not  to  be  interested  in 
new  developments  that  bear  on  these  problems.   One  of  the  most  sig- 
nificant economic  studies  that  has  been  published  during  the  oast 
several  years  is  the  four- volume  report  of  the  Brookings  Institution 
on  the  causes  of  the  present  difficulties.   This  reoort  is,  I  believe, 
considered  a 
conservative 
endowed  found* 

sions  of  the  report  are  based  on  the  careful  gathering  and  examina- 
tion of  what  aopear  to  be  significant  facts  rather  than  on  previous 
opinions  or  superficial  Judgments  on  the  basis  of  obvious  appearances. 

Some  months  ago,  Fortune  magazine  published  a  short  summary 
of  the  Brookings  reoort  which  dees  not  altogether  do  justice  to  it, 
but  which  was  written  by  President  Iloulton  of  the  Institution,  who 
directed  the  investigation,  and, therefore  may  be  presumed  to  be 
scholarly  and  accurate  as  far  as  it  goes.   I  have  secured  twenty-five 
cooies  of  this  report  which  I  am  distributing  to  heads  of  deoartments 
with  this  Bulletin.   I  hope  that  the  summary  may  be  widely  read  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  that  it  may  contribute  something  to  the 
clarifying  of  our  thought  on  economic  matters. 


Some  Information  on  Faculty  Activities 

Throughout  the  year,  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  active 
interest  which  the  members  of  our  faculty  take  in  professional  meet- 
ings in  their  fields,  with  the  amount  of  informal  off-camous , educa- 
tional work  that  the  college  does,  and  with  othe-r  similar  evidences 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  taking  our  oroper  olace  in  the  world.

Ac- 
cordingly I  am  asking  that  the  form  on  the  last  page  be  filled  out 
by  each  member  of  the  faculty  and  returned  to  the  office. 


The  Curriculum  Committee  Report 

The  Curriculum  Committee  will  soon  be  ready  to  make  a  pre- 
liminary report  on  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  College. 
From  present  indications  the  changes  that  they  will  orooose  will  not 
be  in  the  least  degree  revolutionary.   Indeed,  in  some  respects  the 
changes  will  be  so  small  that  some  of  the  members  of  the  committee 
themselves  have  the  feeling  that  they  are  altogether  insignificant. 
This  feeling  I  do  not  share.   The  value  of  the  changes  will  depend 
to  a  large  degree  on  what  the  subject  matter  divisions  do  with  the 
tine  which  has  been  allotted  to  them.   Changes  in  emphasis  within 
the  fields,  and  changes  in  the  spirit  in  which  the  subject  matter  is 
selected  and  presented  are  much  more  important  than  actual  changes 
in  time  allotments.   Several  of  the  departments,  notably  the  chem- 
istry department  and  the  English  department,  had  already  begun 
several  yep.rs  before  the  Curriculum  Committee  was  organized  to  re- 
vise and  adapt  their  beginning  courses  to  the  obvious  needs  of  the 
students.   Much  more  can  orobably  be  done  in  this  direction  in  all 
subject  matter  divisions. 

It  is  hoped  that,  when  the  final  report  of  the  Curriculum 
Committee  is  announced,  members  of  the  faculty  who  were  not  on  the 
committee  will  not  pass  judgment  on  it  too  quickly.   The  committee 
has  been  at  work  now  for  eight  months,  spending  an  hour  and  a  half 
a  week  in  discussion,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  other  time  in 
reading  n.nd  thinking  about  the  problems  that  are  involved.   In  the 
very  nature,  of  things  the  final  report  must  be  a  compromise  between 
somewhat  widely  varying  points  of  view  as  to  what  learning  is  most 
important.   It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  discussions  and  criticisms 
of  the  report  will  give  due  weight  to  the  work  of  the  committee,  and 
that  members  of  the  faculty  will  refrain  from  passing  snap  judgment 
on  questions  that  were  only  settled  after  long"  debate  in  the  com- 
mittee without  first  finding  out  what  considerations  determined  the 
final  decision  of  the  committee  in  each  case.

I  am  particularly  gratified  in  the  large  number  of  instances 
where  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  on  the  programs  of  learned 
societies  or  are  serving  on  state  or  national  committees  of  one  sort 
or  another. 

I  am  sure  that  while  these  activities  varied  greatly  in 
value  and  importance  both  to  the  individual  who  participated,  to 
the  College,  and  to  the  enterprise  which  was  served,  this  rather 
surprisingly  large  amount  of  activity  on  the  part  of  members  of  our 
staff  indicates  that  the  College  is  doing  what  it  ought  to  do. 

A  few  years  ago  Mr.  Counts  challenged  the  leaders  in 
education,  who  are  also  for  the  most  part  the  real  leaders  in  the 
understanding  and  in  the  interpretation  of  modern  life,  to  make  them- 
selves count  as  an  active  as  well  as  a  secondary  force  in  the 
fashioning  of  our  social  world.   Most  of  the  activities  indicated 
in  this  questionnaire  have  to  do  with  promoting  a  more  active  partic- 
ipation in  the  world  of  affairs. 

I  realize,  of  course,  that  this  sort  of  thing  lias  its  dan- 
gers to  the  individual  teachers  and  to  the  College.   As  Individual 
scholars  it  is  our  first  business  to  study, and  to  investigate,  and 
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sound  and  thorough  instruction  of  the  student  body;  hence,  we  should 
not  become  so  preoccupied  with  the  promotion  of  outside  activities, 
that  our  work  as  teachers  in  the  classroom  is  made  to  suffer.   There 
is,  I  think,  a  sane  and  wholesome  balance  between  the  two  extremes- 
The  cloistered   scholar  who  does  not  really  know  the  world  into 
which  he  is  sending  his  students,  who  never  checks  the  bookish  theo- 
ries that  he  has  developed  from  second  hand  evidence  against  the 
actual  conditions  under  which  people  live,  is  certainly  not  the  most 
promising  person  in  the  world  to  whom  to  intrust  the  sound  instruc- 
tion of  young  people.   In  many  respects  the  college  has  as  much  to. 
gain  from  a  freer  and  easier  association  with  the  non-academic  world 
as  the  non-academic  world  has  to  gain  from  the  work  of  the  college. 
I  believe  that  for  several  years  this  College  has  been  moving  toward 
a  more  active  participation  in  the  whole  social  order  of  which  it  is 
a  part,  and  I , am  sure  that  this  is  what  it  should  do.   However,  I 
should  regret  exceedingly  if  that  tendency  were  to  carry  us  to  the 
other  extreme. 

I  believe  our  showing  might  have  been  better  in  the  matter 
of  attendance  at  scientific  and  professional  meetings  and  in  the  num- 
ber of  visits  to  public  schools  and  other  colleges.   For  members  in 
the  department  of  education  and  the  training  school  staff  especially 
it  seems  to  me  to  be  extremely  important  to  keep  in  close  touch  with 
what  is  actually  going  on  in  the  public  schools  in  the  region  which 
we  serve,  and  it  appears  to  me  to  be  a  neglect  of . professional  duty 
for  an  individual  in  one  of  these  departments  to  go  through  a  year 
without  spending  a  few  days  in  the  public  schools.   Since  this  is 
a  teachers  college,  I  do  not  think  it  out  of  place  for  members  of 
the  other  departments  occasionally  to  visit  the  public  schools  to 
see  what  relation  teaching  in  their  fields  of  study  may  have  to 
meeting  some  of  the  problems  that  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
actually  are  facing.   As  for  the  other  two  items,  the  visiting  of 
corresponding  departments  in  other  colleges  and  attendance  at  scien- 
tific and  professional  meetings,  they  have  been  so  important  in  my 
own  education  since  I  first  went  out  to  teach  that  I  feel  their  value 
can  hardly  be  over  emphasized.   I  hope  that  next  year  no  faculty  mem- 
ber will  find  it  necessary  to  report  that  he  did  not  find  time  to 
attend  any  meeting  of  his  professional  colleagues  or  to  make  any 
visits  to  public  schools  and  other  colleges. 


Plans  for  Commencement 

Substantially  the  same  plans  for  commencement  exercises 
that  have  been  followed  hitherto  will  be  followed  this  year.   The 
only  important  departure  from  previous  plans  will  be  the  reception 
which  Is  to  be  held  at  the  President's  house.

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COMMENCEMENT  INSTRUCTIONS 
June,  1936 

On  Baccalaureate  Sunday  and  Commencement  day  the  Faculty  will 
meet  in  the  new  gymnasium  to  form  in  line  for  the  Academic  Procession. 
The  members  will  march  by  departments  in  the  order  given  in  the  cata- 
log.  The  marshals  responsible  for  the  Faculty  line  of  march  are  Leo 
P.  Babcock  and  Joseph  R.  Dillinger.   In  case  of  rain  the  Faculty  will 
meet  in  the  old  gymnasium. 

The  candidates  for  the  degree  will  meet  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Main  Building.   The  June  graduates  will  form  in  an  alphabetical 
line  at  the  north  end.   Eldred  Welch  and  J.  C.  Hancock  will  be  the 
r.ic-.rshals  in  charge  of  this  group..  The  July  candidates  will  form  in 
alphabetical  line  at  the  south  end.   Marshals  Orion  V.  Carr  and  Hci  Ly 
Iiarchildon,  Jr.  will  be  in  charge. 

Candidates  for  graduation  from  the  Two-Year  Course  will  meet  c:: 
the  first  floor  of  the  Main  Building.   The  June  candidates  will  Ijne 
up  in  alphabetical  order  at  the  north  end,  and  the  July  candidates  at 
the  south  end.   Harold  J.  Catt  will  be  the  marshal  in  charge  of  the 
June  group  and  William  Collins  of  the  July  group. 

The  order  will  be  the  same  for  both  Baccalaureate  and  Commence- 
ment. Be  present  by  ten  o'clock  Sunday,  May  31,  and  by  nine  o'clock 
on  Friday  morning,  June  5. 

In  regard  to  Academic  Costumes,  the  cap  is  an  essential  part  cf 
the  academic  dregs  and  is  to  be  retained  on  the  head  throughout  all 
academic  exercicec  except  during  prayer.  The  position  of  the  tassel 
has  little  if  any  significance  but  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  the 
tassel  should  bo  placed  so  as  to  hang  over  the  left  front  of  the  cap. 
Also,  for  the  sake  of  appearance,    the  top  of  the  cap  should  be  par- 
allel with  the  floor.   It  has  been  suggested  that;  women  wear  white 
dresses  and  black  shoes  and  hose.   A  length  of  ten  inches  from  the 
floor  is  desirable  for  the  gowns. 

At  the  end  cf  the  Processional  everyone  should  remain  standing 
until  after  the  Invocation.   When  all  have  marched  In  and  are  in  place, 
the  President  will  remove  his  cap  at  which  time  all  men  should  do  the 
same.   After  the  Invocation,  all  should  be  seated,  the  men  replacing 
their  caps.   After  the  address  all  degree  candidates  will  arise  on 
signal.   The  Class  is  presented,  the  degrees  are  conferred,  and  the 
diplomas  presented  as  the  students  walk  across  the  stage.   All  should 
remain  standing  until  everyone  is  back  in  place.   After  these  are 
seated,  the  Two-Year  graduates  are  presented  and  receive  their  diplo- 
mas.  In  case  of  doubt,  all  should  look  to  the  marshals  for  informa- 
tion. 

The  diplomas  will  be  presented  directly.   To  avoid  errors  each 
candidate  should  give  his  name  to  the  person  yrerenting  him  the 
diploma.   Those  who  do  not.  finish  until  Jul;/  will  receive  empty 
covers.   These  should  be  returned,  to  the  President;1  s  Office  immed- 
iately after  the  exercises.   Students  who  fail  to  do  this  will  receive 
diplomas  without  covers  in  July. 
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Meetings 

The  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  on  Wednesday  instead 
of  Monday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  in  the  President's  Office. 

The  regular  monthly  faculty  meeting  will  be  postponed  from 
four  o'clock  this  evening  to  one  o'clock  Wednesday.   The  meeting- 
will  be  held  in  the  Allyn  Building  auditorium.   Since  the  last 
examinations  are  to  be  closed  at  12: OQ,  it  should  be  possible  to  hold 
the  meeting  at  liO'O   without  inconvenience  to  anyone. 


Fall  Term  Classes  to  Continue  in  Four  Hour  Units 

In  making  out  the  schedule  for  the  fall  term,  several 
department  heads  have  called  attention  to  some  oractical  difficulties 
connected  with  immediately  reorganizing  the  courses  on  the  plan  pro- 
posed by  the  Curriculum  Committee.   Since  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  remains  to  be  done  by  the  Curriculum  Committee  before  their 
recommendations  will  be  ready  to  be  put  into  operation,  we  shall 
continue  the  present  uniform  four  hour  courses  through  the  fall  term. 
If  we  can  come  to  a  complete  understanding  about  some  of  the  problems 
that  remain  to  be  worked  out  by  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  we 
shall  institute  the  new  plan  at  the  opening  of  the  winter  term.   De- 
partment heads  accordingly  will  make  out  their  fall  term  schedules 
on  the  old  olan. 


Summer  Terra  Registration  Plans 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  State  Department  of  Education 
who  have  been  visiting  schools  in  southern  Illinois  predict  that  we 
shall  have  a  record  enrollment  for  the  summer  term  this  year.  Accord- 
ingly, we  should  be  prepared  for  a  hard  day' s  work  next  Monday.   All 
faculty  members  who  are  on  duty  for  registration  day  should  be  at 
their  posts  at  seven  o'clock  on  Monday  morning. 

The  State  Department  of  Finance  is  instituting  a  new 
registration  procedure  which  is  to  be  put  into  effect  in  all  five 
of  the  teachers  colleges.   This  may  entail  a  small  amount  of  con- 
fusion in  the  Registrar's  office  and  some  delay  in  the  line  until  the 
new  procedures  are  reduced  to  routine.   Except  for  possible  slowing 
up  of  procedure  the  details  connected  with  this  will  concern  only  the 
Registrar,  the  girls  who  work  in  the  office,  and  the  Business  Office. 
So  far  as  the  work  of  the  class  advisors  is  concerned,  no  changes  are 
to  be  made  from  the  orocedure  that  was  followed  at  the  opening  of  the 
spring  term.   Freshmen  will  have  their  cards  made  out  in  the  usual 
way  in  Miss  Bowyer's  office.   The  same  thing  applies  to  soohomores, 
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who  will  go  to  Mr.  Wham's  classroom.   Juniors  and  seniors  will  go  to 
the  heads  of  departments  in  which  they  are  doing  their  major  work. 
Mr.  Thalman  will  make  out  the  assignment  cards  for  the  graduate 
students,  and  Mr.  Barton  for  the  unclassified  students. 

Department  heads  are  asked  to  turn  in  the  transcripts  of 
juniors  and  seniors  that  they  now  have  in  order  that  the  grades 
made  during  the  winter  term  may  be  entered  on  them.   These  will  then 
be  returned  to  department  heads  in  time  for  registration.   It  will 
not  be  possible  for  us  to  supply  transcripts  for  all  students  who 
are  coming  in  the  summer  term,  for  it  is  impossible  to  tell  what 
students  will  be  here.   Where  it  is  necessary  that  transcripts  be 
secured,  a  few  of  them  can  be  supplied  on  registration  day.   For 
the  rest  the  department  heads  will  be  guided  by  what  the  student 
knows  about  his  own  record.   In  particularly  dubious  cases  a  tenta- 
tive assignment  of  subjects  can  be  made  subject  to  change  within 
two  or  three  days  after  registration,  after  the  department  head  has 
had  a  chance  to  check  the  record. 

In  order  for  this  registration  by  department  heads  to 
bring  about  the  improvement  in  personal  attention  to  individual 
student  problems  that  it  is  intended  to  effect,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  all  department  heads  and  those  who  assist  them  to  be  very 
conscientious  about  registration.   We  should  look  upon  it  not  as  a 
routine  duty  which  has  to  be  performed  but  as  an  opportunity  for 
giving  guidance  and  direction  to  students  who,  to  a  large  degree, 
cannot  possibly  knovr  what  it  will  be  best  for  them  to  take. 


Pre-Regi stration  for  the  Summer  Term 

In  order  to  take  some  of  the  pressure  off  registration 
day  for  the  summer  session,  an  opportunity  will  be  given  to  students 
now  in  school  to  register  in  advance  on  Thursday  afternoon  beginning 
at  12:30.   Class  advisors,  department  heads,  and  the  Business  Office 
and  Registrar's  Office  will  be  ready  to  take  care  of  all  students 
who  present  themselves  at  this  time.   Offices  will  be  kept  open 
until  two  o'clock  in  any  event;  but  if  a  considerable  number  of 
students  remain  in  line  at  that  time,  we  shall  continue  until  all 
of  them  are  registered. 
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The  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  at  three  o'clock  on 
Tuesday  instead  of  Monday  afternoon  in  the  President's  Office.

The  slight  changes  in  the  distribution  in  the  activity  fee 
for  the  fall  term  were  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  the  50^  alloca- 
tion to  medical  and  hospital  service,  tentatively  made  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  was  found  to  be  inadequate.  We  have,  therefore,  in- 
creased the  hospital  fee  25^  at  the  expense  of  the  fees  for  the 
Obelisk,  Egyptian,  and  athletics.   The  item  headed  "Social  and  Mis- 
cellaneous" is  new.   Last  year  this  money  was  allocated  to  the  pur- 
chase of  band  uniforms.   Hereafter,  this  money  will  be  subject  to 
the  disposal  of  the  Council  of  Administration  for  various  student 
social  activities..  It  is  hoped  that  at  least  once  each  term  there 
will  be  a  college  sponsored  free  social  affair  to  which  student 
tickets  will  admit. 


Another  Change  in  Registration  Procedure 

Department  Heads  are  requested  to  return  or  have  the  stu- 
dents return  the  assignment  cards  to  the  Registrar  at  the  close  of 
registration  Instead  of  keeping  the  cards  and  turning  in  the  examiners' 
lists.   The  cards  will  all  be  filed  together  permanently  by  the 
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Registrar,  where  they  will  be  available  to  any  faculty  member  when 
needed.  Any  further  questions  about  this  can  be  answered  by  Miss 

Shank . 


Fees  Must  Be  Paid  for  All  Courses 

A  f,ew  faculty  members  have  been  offering  special  extension 
courses  to  students  not  in  residence.   In  every  case  where  this  is 
done  the  faculty  member  should  be  sure  that  the  student  has  paid  fees 
before  he  accepts  him  for  this  work.   Credits  cannot  be  entered  until 
fees  are  paid.   There  is  a  uniform  fee  of  $5.00  a  credit  for  exten- 
sion courses. 


The  Social  Program  for  the  Summer  Term 

The  plans  for  putting  some  new  interest  and  color  into 
our  summer  term  were  explained  in  detail  in  the  faculty  meeting 
last  week.   What  I  believe  was  not  said  specifically  and  clearly 
is  that  the  whole  faculty  can  help  greatly  to  insure  student  par- 
ticipation in  the  social  affairs  of  the  summer,  if  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  will  help  occasionally  in  their  casual  contacts  with 
students  to  promote  the  idea  that  these  activities  are  worth  while 
and  that  some  participation  would  be  good  for  all  students. 

I  was  impressed  last  Wednesday  night  at  the  Senior  Re- 
ception with  the  fine  response  that  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
gave,  and  I  realize  fully  that  this  was  largely  due  to  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  the  faculty  in  arousing  interest  in  the 
affair.   We  would  like  to  have  this  same  sort  of  cooperation  again 
for  the  first  event  of  the  summer  term, which,  I  believe,  the  Social 
Committee  is  arranging  for  a  week  from  Friday  night.

Educational  Conference  This  Week 

Beginning  on  Wednesday  of  this  week  and  running  through 
the  remainder  of  the  week,  we  are  having  an  Educational  Conference 
for  teachers  and  school  administrators  of  the  area  which  the  College 
serves.   A  copy  of  the  program  of  this  Conference  is  being  dis- 
tributed with  each  copy  of  the  Bulletin,   Mr. .Herwln  is  in  charge 
of  the  Conference,  and  most  of  the  detail  work  in  preparation  for 
it  has  been  or  will  be  done  by  his  committees-   We  should  like  to 
have  all  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  help  us  to  make  these  vis- 
itors to  the  campus. feel  welcome.   Last  week-end  I  went  with  Mr, 
Lentz  to  visit  Indiana  University  during  their  alumni  reunion  pre- 
ceding commencement.   I  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  cordiality 
with  which  both  Mr.  Lentz  and.  his  guests  were  received,  by  everybody 
who  met  them.   We  can  afford  to  improve  our  performance  in  this 
respect. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  securing  the  full  co- 
operation of  members  of  the  education  department  and  of  the  practice 
teaching  department.   The  school  people  who  will  attend  the  Con- 
ference will  be  among  the  bo-st  friends  that  the  College  has.   We 
should  see  to  it  that  we  give  them  a  hearty  welcome  now  and  at  all 
other  times  when  they  visit  the  College. 


Planning  for  the  Next  Summer  Term 

The  time  for  us  to  be. planning  for  next  summer  term  is 
during  this  summer  term,  while  we  have  the  problems  that  the  summer 
term  presents  clearly  before  us.   One  that  appears  to  have  come 
out  during  registration  is  the  need  for  some  immediately  expedient 
courses  for  older  teachers  who  do  not  feel  it  worth  while  to. become 
candidates  for  the  degree,  but  who  would  like  to  secure  work  which 
will  be  of  immediate  benefit  to  them  in  their  work  next  year.  This 
is  an  altogether  legitimate  demand,  on  the  College,  and  I  think  that 
next  year  the  education  and  practice . departments,  and  perhaps  some 
other  departments,  ought  to  be  at  some  pains  to  plan  courses  for 
students  who  belong  in  this  category. 

I  believe  our  summer  term  might  also  be  Improved  next  year 
if  we  would  give  a  somewhat  larger  offering  of  Junior  college  courses. 
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Our  Junior  college  enrollment  is  light,  but  the  reason  that  it  is 
light  is  probably  because  we  do  not  offer  much  work  for  Junior 
college  students.

Questionnaire  on  Book  Rental  Plan 

The  Council  of  Administration  has  been  considering  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  book  rental  plan  for  the  College,  be- 
ginning next  September.   A  committee  of  the  Council,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Miles  and  Mr.  Nolen,  has  been  investigating  the  plans 
in  use  at  Normal  and  at  Cape  Girardeau.   In  each  case  they  have 
brought  back  the  report  that  the  plan  has  two  great  virtues.  First, 
it  provides  the  students  with  books  at  much  less  cost  than  they 
could  be  provided  in  any  other  way,  and  second,  there  is  great  im- 
provement in  the  efficiency  of  instruction  because  it  insures  that 
every  student  is  provided  with  books. 

Mr.  Fly,  who  is  operating  the  College  Book  Store,  is  anxious 
to  work  out  some  plan  whereby  the  College  will  be  able  to  take  over 
the  book  business,   He  is  anxious  to  be  relieved  of  the  responsibll-'" 
lty,  provided  we  can  assure  him  of  a  position  in  the  management  of 
our  book  exchange.   This  makes  it  possible  for  us  to  introduce  the 
book  rental  plan  now  without  thereby  destroying  a  private  business 
enterprise.   The  Sict  that  this  opportunity  now  presents  itself 
makers  14  Important  that  we  act  promptly  before  Mr.  Fly  makes  other 
arrangements  about  his  business. 

The  committee  needs  some  definite  information  about  book 
requirements  so  that  we  may  know  what  to  propose  to  the  Teachers  Col- 
lege Board.   We  are  asking,  therefore,  that  each  department  head, 
with  the  help  of  the  members  of  his  department,  send  us  a  complete 
estimate  of  the  number  of  books  that  will  be  needed  for  the  three 
terms  of  next  year.   Allowance  should  be  made  in  the  estimates  for 
books  that  will  be  used  over  again  each  of  the  three  terms. 
For  this  report  we  are  attaching  a  blank  at  the  back  of  this  Bulletin. 
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which  calls  for  the  name  c-f  the  author,  the  title  of  the  book,  the 
publisher,  the  list  price,  if  known,  and  the  number  of  copies  that 
will  probably  be  required.   The  plan  we  are  contemplating  is  a 
rental  plan. 


Fall  Term  Class  Schedule  Due  Friday 

The  Committee  on  the  Arrangement  of  the  Class  Schedule 
requests  that  the  schedule  for  the  fall  term  be  completed  by  Friday, 
June  19.   Miss  Peacock  is  chairman  of  the  committee  this  year.  The 
schedule  is  in  the  usual  place  on  the  table  in  the  President's  Office 


Summer  Social  Program  Begins 

The  student  response  to  the  reception  and  dance  last  Fri- 
day was  most  gratifying.   It  indicates  that  students  are  willing  to 
support  affairs  of  this  kind  with  their  attendance.   A  large  number 
of  faculty  members. attended.   I  think  that  faculty  attendance  beyond 
the  number  of  people  necessary  for  chaperons  will  be  desirable  at 
all  such  functions.   I  suggest,  therefore,  that . the  divisions  divide 
the  responsibility  for  attendance  in  such  a  way  that  four  or  five 
members  of  each  division  will  attend  each  dance.   We  do  not  want 
attendance  to  become  an  Xonerous  duty,  yet  the  social  contact  be- 
tween faculty  and  students  is  highly  desirable. 

The  response  to  Mr.  Mcintosh's  community  singing  program 
on  Friday  was  not  so  good.   About  300  people  attended.   Perhaps  this 
is  as  good  as  we  have  a  right  to  expect.   The  division  programs  for 
tomorrow  that  were  announced  at  Chapel  this  morning  will  require 
some  support  from  the  faculty  in  order  to  insure  reasonable  atten- 
dance.  In  order  for  our  plan  for  Chapel  exercises  to  work,  we  will 
have  to  develop  a  student  morale  that  will  support  them.

Concerning  Chanel  Programs 

I.lr.  Lentz  sent  the  following  report  to  the  office  after 
the  first  week  of  the  experimental  Chapel  program; 

"Our  first  experimental  chapel  program  on  the  division 
plan  has  been. carried  out  with  disappointingly  small  attendance. 
Some  confusion  resulted  from  an  eleventh  hour  change  in  the  program 
as  advertised.   Three  exercises  were  announced  and  places  provided 
for  three  meetings.   Only  two  were  given,  and  the  meeting  place 
which  cost  most  trouble  to  get  ready  was  not  used.. 

"The  success  of  this  plan  of  division  programs  requires 
the  faithful  and  cordial  co-operation  of  all  the  departments  within 
a  division  and  of  division  chairmen  with  those  charged  with  the 
general  set-up.   The  programs  should  have  the  widest  possible  appeal 
and  be  given  the  fullest  publicity.   It  is  necessary  that  oletails  be 
worked  out  well  in  advance.   Each  division  may  have  its  meeting 
whero  it  pleases,  but  no   classroom  or  laboratory  is  large  enough  for 
the  purposes  of  our  general  plan. 

"The  general  management  of  these  Tuesday  programs  is 
committed  to  Hiss  Woody  and  Mr.  Lentz*   To  avoid  confusion  and  to 
ensure  proper  coordination  and  publicity  please  report  the  details 
of  your  programs  to  them." 


Summer  T^rm  Students  Are  Teachers 

During  the  summer  term,  we  should  keep  constantly  in  mind 
the  fact  that  most  of   the  students  are  teachers  in  active  service. 
They  need  practical  help  in  improving  the  work  of  their  schools  as 
much  or  more  than  they  need  academic  teaching  in  each  department. 
Mr.  Barton  made  a  suggestion  last  week  which  is  worth  passing  on. 
He  pointed,  out  that  much  valuable. material  on  many  different  sub- 
jects is  available  free  of  charge  from  the  Federal  Government  and 
from  some  of  the  State  Departments.  Some  of  this  material  can  be 
used  by  upper  grade  and  high  school  teachers  to  great  advantage* 
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but  many  of  then  do  not  even  know  that  it  is  to  be  had,  nuch  less 
how  to  go  about  getting  it. 

Items  of  information  iike  this  cannot  be  assigned  to  any 

particular  department  or  course.   They  can  only  be  given  out  inci- 
dentally.  This  will  be  done  when  the  College  teacher  keeps  clearly 
in  mind  that  the  students  are  teachers,  and  that  they  need  practical, 
immediately  expedient  help,  as  much  as  they  need  to  advance  their 
fundamental  education. 


?he  Educational  Conference 


The  first  summer  Educational  Conference  exceeded  our  ex- 
rv;  ctations  in  many  respects.   The  attendance  was  excellent  as  was 
also  the  exhibit  of  books  and  instructional  materials.   I  believe 
the  program  might  have  been  bettor.   The . fact  that  Mr.  Everett  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  found  it  impossible  to  fulfill  all  of 
his  engagements  here  weakened  the  program.   The  theme  of  the  program, 
the  revision  of  the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools,  was  suggested 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Education. 

We  will  begin  now  to  plan  next  year's  Conference  on  the 
basis  of  the  experience  which  we  got  out  of  the  one  this  year.   I.It> 
Llerwin,  I  am  sure,  will  be  glad  to  receive  suggestions  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Conference. 


The  Entertainment  Course 

The  attendance  at  the  first  number  of  the  summer  Enter- 
tainment Course  was  decidedly  small.   We  shall  have  the  second  num- 
ber tomorrow  evening.   It  will  take  some  time  to  change  the  habits 
and  attitudes  that  have  been  set  over  a  long  period  of  time,  but 
I  am. sure  that  if  this  is  to  become  a  real  educational  institution, 
it  is  decidedly  worth  while  for  us  to  make  the  effort  to  change 
them.

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Music  and  physical  education  have  been  omitted  from  the 
list  because  in  each  of  these  cases,  the  actual  classroom  teaching 
load  is  by  no  moans  a  good  measure  of  the  actual  work  done,  since 
the  most  important  work  in  each  of  these  departments  is  that  of 
supervising  various  kinds  of  extra-curricular  v/ork.   In  the  case 
of  each  of  these  departments,  I  am  sure  that  the  actual  load  car- 
ried by  each  teacher  is  somewhere  near  the  maximum  load  for  the 
whole  college. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  students  per 
teacher  during  the  summer  session  ranges  from  eleven  in  Industrial 
Arts  to  128  in  Economics.   In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  dif- 
ferences in  the  character  of  subjects  that  make  it  easier  to  carry 
a  largernumber  of  people  in  some  subjects  than  in  others,  this 
range  seems  hardly  justifiable.   Incidentally,  there  are  several 
departments  '/here  the  summer  term  enrollments  are  so  low  that  it 
is  questionable  whether  we  are  justified  in  planning  to  retain  a 
full  staff  for  next  summer  session.   On  the  other  hand,  economics, 
political  science,  English,  geography,  and  education  are  undoubtedly 
carrying  heavier  loads  than  they  ought  to  carry. 


The  Present  Status  of  the  Book  Exchange 

When  Mr.  Miles  and  I  were  in  Springfield  last  week,  we 
investigated  the  prospects  of  starting  the  book  rental  plan  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term.   We  found  that  there  were  several  ob- 
stacles in  the  way  of  a  prompt  introduction  of  the  plan.   It  appears 
that  if  the  College  is  to  operate  the  book  rental  plan  as  an  of- 
ficial College  project,  we  shall  have  to  operate  it  through  the 
code  departments.   This  means  that  it  will  take  about  four  or  five 
months  to  set  the  thing  up  before  we  will  be  ready  to  operate.  The 
Teachers  College  Board  does  not  meet  again  until  late  August  or 
early  September,  and  their  official  approval  of  the  plan  will  have 
to  be  secured.   It  therefore  becomes  impossible  to  inaugurate  the 
plan  to  begin  with  the  fall  term. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  two  other  obstacles.  First, 
it  does  not  appear  desirable  to  start  the  book  rental  plan  until 
the  changes  in  the  curriculum  are  definitely  settled,  because  we 
do  not  want  to  stock  up  on   books  for  introductory  courses  that  we 
might  not  want  to  use  after  the  changes  in  the  curriculum  are  made. 
The  reverse,  of  course,  is  also  true;  that  %s,    that  the  book  rental 
plan  ought  not  to  be  inaugurated  after  the  book  changes  that  the 
new  curriculum  will  call  for  have  oeen   made.  However,  it  will  be 
much  easier  to  give  a  student  credit  for  turning  in  a  good  book 
which  he  has  used  only  a  term  or  two  than  it  will  for  the  College 
to  get  rid  of  rental  books  that  have  been  used  only  a  term  or  t'-'a; 
so  the  proper  sequence  seems  to  be  to  adopt  a  book  rental  plan 
after  all  book  changes  that  are  in  immediate  prospect  are  made. 

Another  reason  for  not  making  the  change  at  this  time  is 

th^.t  Mr.  Fly,  who  is  responsible  for  making  the  first  move  toward 

the  adoption  of  the  rental  plan,  would  like  to  continue  in  business 

on  his  own  during  the  fall  term.  We  shall  plan,  therefore,  to  try  to 

have  a  workable  rental  plan  set  up  as  soon  as  possible.  We  may  be 
able  to  begin  with  the  winter  term. 
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The  two  objections  that  have  been  most  frequently  heard 
against  the  book  rental  plan  have  been,  first,  that  it  will  make  it 
hard,  for  departments  to  change  textbooks,  and  second,  that  there 
ought  to  be  an  opportunity  for  students  to  buy  and  own  books  if 
they  want  to.   These  objections  should  certainly  be  valid  if  it  were 
contemplated  to  set  up  a  system  so  rigid  that  it  would  have  the  re- 
sults that  are  feared.   We  do  not  propose  a  plan  that  will  prevent 
a  department  from  making  a  necessary  change  in. textbooks,  and  we 
expect  to  make  it  possible  at  all  times  for  students  to  buy  for  them- 
selves any  new  or  used  book  that  they  may  want. 


Extension  Work 


LI",  Nolen  is  busy  at  this  time  in  setting  up  the  program 
for  extension  work  for  next  year.   Since  the  chief  reason  for  the 
existence  of  the  College  is  to  serve  the  public  schools  of  Southern 
Illinois,  and  since  there  are  many  teachers  in  the  schools  of 
Southern  Illinois  who  need  and  want  further  education,  our  extension 
service  is  about  as  important  as  any  other  thing  we  do.  Hitherto, 
the  extension  work  has  been  done  largely  by  the  departments  that 
are  already  most  heavily  ioaded,  the  geography,  English,  history 
and  education  departments.   This  has  come  about  because  the  subjects 
offered  in  these  departments  land  themselves  easily  to  extension 
teaching. 

I  believe  that  some  of  our  lightly  loaded  departments 
may  legitimately  be  expected  to  do  some  of  this  work  next  year. 
Subjects  that  require  laboratory  work  on  the  premises  could  be  of- 
fered on  Saturday  morning  on  the  campus  and  could  be  open  not  only 
to  teachers  in  service  but. also  to  students  in  residence.   I  should 
like  to  see  a  class  or  two  in  one  of  the  laboratory  sciences  tried 
out  during  the  coming  year.   We  should  not  want  to  operate  a  class 
unless  we  had  enough  students  to  justify  the  interference  with  the 
teacher' s  working  week.  A  teacher  who  teaches  a  Saturday  morning 
class  for  three  or  four  hours  would  be  permitted  to  arrange  his  off 
periods  so  that  he  would  have  Monday  free  to  take  the  place  of  his 
free  day  on  Saturday. 

It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  we  should.be  at  great 
pains  to  make  sure  that  all  work  that  we  do  in  extension  be  fully 
up  to  the  standard  of  work  that  is  done  on  the  campus. 


Building  News 


It  appears  that  both  of  our  Interrupted  building  projects 
are  to  be  resumed  within  the  next  few  days,  and  that  work  is  also  to 
be  started  on  the  building  of  the  stadium.   The  delay  in  the  paint- 
ing project  appears  to  have  been  due  to  some  objection  or  unexplained 
delay  in  the  Chicago  WPA  office.   The  newly  supplemented  project  has 
now  been  returned  to  the  Harrisburg  office  and' work  will  be  resumed 
on  the  painting  this  week. 
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The  Interruption  of  the  work  on  the  library  and  old 
science  building  cane  about  because  the  bids  that  were  received  on 
the  work  by  the  State  Architect's  office  exceeded  the  appropriation, 
and  several  unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  bring  the  bids  down 
within  the  allotted  .amount  of  money.  We  were  forced  either  to  give 
up  some  of  the  things  that  we  expected  to  do  and  that  needed  to  be 
done,  or  secure  more  money  from  an  unallotted  appropriation  which 
was  made  to  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education. 

Last  week  Mr.  Miles  and  I  made  an  appeal  to  G-overnor  Horner 
through  Director  Hallihan  of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Edu- 
cation, and  the  G-overnor  granted  us  an  additional  $25,000  which  will 
be  .ample  to  put  the  library  building,  the  old  science  building,  and 
the  electrical  system  into  the  very  best  of  condition.   Barring 
further  obstacles  that  we  do  not  now  foresee,  work  will  be  resumed 
on   this  project  as  soon  as  the  contracts  can  be  let  and  the  con-  * 
tractors  can  get  on  the  ground.   This  should  not  take  more  than  two 
weeks  at  the  most.

Child  Guidance  Clinic 

The  second  meeting  of  our  Child  G-uidance  Clinic  under  the 
direction  of  the  Illinois  Institute  for  Juvenile  Research  will  be  held 
on  the  campus  this  week  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday.   Dr. 
Paul  Schroeder,  Director  of  the  Institute  for  Juvenile  Research, will 
be  here  himself  to  head  our  clinic.   Ke  will  be  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Marion  O'Brien,  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  and  Dr.  Andrew  W.  Brown, 
Psychologist.   All  members  of  the  faculty  who  have  .any  contact  with 
the  Clinic  will  please  give  it  their  fullest  cooperation.   Mr.  Thalman 
is  chairman  of  the  committee  which  has  charge  of  local  arrangements 
for  the  Clinic. 

We  are  reserving  the  chapel  exercise  on  Thursday  morning  for 
an  address  by  Dr.  Schroeder.   Dr.  Schroeder  is  a  distinguished  leader 
of  national  prominence  in  the  field  of  Child  G-uidance  and  Juvenile 
Research.   In  addition. to  his  position  as  Director  of  the  Institute 
for  Juvenile  Research  he  is  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  at  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

Each  of  the  three  afternoons  at  two  o'clock,  there  will  be  a 
short  lecture  and  an  open  forum  in  Shryock  Auditorium  on  the  problems 
that  are  brought  up  in  the  study  of  the  nine  children  who  have  already 
been  taken  through  the  Clinic,  and  the  new  cases  that  are  to  be  intro- 
duced.  The  forums  will  be  of  interest  to  teachers  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  and  to  members  of  the  faculty.   Each  one  will  be  a 
separate  unit,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  can  attend  only  one 
session. 

In  the  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  on  our  campus,  we 
believe  that  we  are  beginning  to  give  attention  to  a  very  important 
but  neglected  field  of  education.   In  cooperation  with  the  Illinois 
Institute  for  Juvenile  Research,  we  can  do  an  Important  niece  of 
pioneer  work  in  teacher  training  at  this  College. 


School  Physician'  s  Report 

Last  September  we  began  for  the  first  time  to  give  to 
students  emergency  medical  service.   Fifty  cents  of  the  student  activ- 
ity fee  was  allocated  to  this  purpose.   It  turned  out  that  the  half 
dollar  was  not  enough  to  cover  what  appeared  to  be  a  desirable  pro- 
gram, and  for  the  next  year  the  Council  of  Administration  has  in- 
creased the  allocation  to  seventy- five  cents  a  term.   Dr.  Hinrich's 
report  of  the  services  that  were  given  to  students  under  this  program 
is  given  below.

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Explaining;  the  Pay  Checks 


Several  members  of  the  faculty  have  inquired  about  the  size 
of  the  pay  checks  that  were  issued  last  week.   These  checks  were  for 
seventeen- fortieths  of  the  total  pay  for  the  summer  term.   Since  our 
fiscal  year  begins  on  July  1,  one  pay  check  is  made  for  the  seventeen 
school  days  in  June  and  another  for  the  twenty-three  school  days  in 
July.   Pay  for  the  summer  session  will  be  at  exactly  the  same  monthly 
rate  as  it  has  been  for  the  regular  year. 


Report   of  the  Curriculum  Committee 

With  this  Bulletin  there  is  being  sent  to  each  faculty  member 
a  copy  of  the  official  report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  to  date. 
This  report  will  be  presented  and  discussed  at  the  faculty  meeting 
this  afternoon. 


Reports  on  FSA  Students 

A  few  days  ago  I  went  over  carefully  some  reports  that  members 
of  the  faculty  turned  in  to  Mrs.  Gum  on  the  FSA  students  who  had  been 
assigned  to  them.   Since  it  appears  that  we  are  to  heave  Federal  Stud- 
ent Aid  again  next  year,  some  observations  on  these  reports  are  not  out 
of  place. 

In  the  first  plo.ee  the  reports  were  most  encouraging  in  two 
respects.   First,  at  least  nine  out  of  every  ten  of  the  students 
seemed  to  have  done  work  that  was  entirely  "satisfactory  to  the  faculty 
member  for  whom  they  were  working.   In  many  instances  the  work  was 
given  the  highest  praise.   In  the  second  place,  the  majority  of  the 
reports  show  that  the  attitude  of  the  member  of  the  faculty  toward^ the 
student  and  his  work  was  a  good  one.   A  few  years  ago  there  was  a 
short  story  in  one  of  the  women's  magazines  which  was  entitled  "The 
Teacher  Passed  Too".   There  are  instances,  of  course,  in  all  schools 
where  the  teacher  fails  too.   I  am  happy  to  observe  that  in  most 
instances  the  FSA  reports  indicate  that  the  instructor  passed  too. 

There  are  a  few  reports,  however,  that  suggest  that  the 
teacher  might  have  failed.   In  answer  to  the  question  of  the  degree  of 
the  students'  need  many  teachers  answered  that  they  did  not  know  or 
had  no  means  of  knowing.   I  believe  it  is  presumed  by  the  federal 
authorities,  and  I  know  it  i3  presumed  by  the  college  administration 
that  the  student  is  to  get  some  valuable  education  both  in  practical 
working  ability  and  in  attitudes  and  ideals  from  the  intimate  contact 
with  the  faculty  members  which  his  assignment  as  a  student  worker 
brings  about.   When  a  faculty  member  can  employ  a  student  in  work  that 
requires  almost  daily  personal  contact  without  learning  something 
about  the  degree  of  his  need  it  seems  to  me  to  indicate  a  lack  of  a 
proper  human  interest  in  a  fellow  mortal.   There  were  other  evidences 
on  some  of  the  reports  that  the  faculty  member's  responsibility  as  a 
teacher  was  not  met  as  well  as  it  might  have  been. 
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A  student  who  works  for  a  faculty  member  has  a  right  to  ex- 
pect a 
He  has 
he  can 

member  is  there  to  start  him  or  not.   The  faculty  , 

to  expect  the  student  to  wait  for  hin  even  as  much-  as  fifteen  minutes 
and  then  put  in  full  time  afterward.   For  the  student  who  is  doing 
jrood  work  in  college  and  at  the  same  time  earning  part  of  his  way, 
fifteen  minutes  are  likely  to  be  as  much  or  more  important  than  they 
are  to  the  faculty  member.   Some  of  the  lack  of .promptness  which  was 
the  commonest  complaint  about  students  might  have  been  due  to  the 
teacher's  lack  of  method  in  working  the  student. 

On  the  other  hand  the  faculty  member  also  has  the  responsi- 
bility to  insist  that  the  student  put  in  an  honest  hour's  ^ork"  for 
every  hour  for  which  he  is  paid.   Students  who  are  habitually  late  or 
habitually  dilatory  should  be  reported  to  the  FSA  office,  and  if  they 
continue  to. show  a  lack  of  appreciation  for  the  help  they  are  receiving, 
other  students  who  are  on  the  waiting  list  should  be  given  a  chance  at 
the  places. 


The  Educated  I.Ian  and  Politics 

"I,  for  one,  hasten  to  concede  the  good  already  accomplished 
by  our  educated  men  in  purifying  and  steadying  political  sentiment, 
but  I  hope  I  may  be  allowed  to  intimate  my  belief  that  their  work  in 
these  directions  would  be  easier  and  more  useful  if  it  were  less 
spasmodic  and  occasional.   I  am  certain  therefore,  that  a  more  constant 
and  active  oarticipation  in  political  affairs  on  the  part  of  our  men 
of  education  would  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value  to  our  country. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  politics  should  be  regarded  in  any  quarter  as 
an  unclean  thing  to  be  avoided  by  those  claiming  to  be  educated.   It 
would  be  strange  indeed  if  anything  relating  to  the  administration  of 
our  government  or  the  welfare  of  our  nation  should  be  considered 
degrading. "

College  Teachers  Also  Are  Citizens 

Since  several  members  of  the  faculty,  including  the  Pres- 
ident, have  recently  been  drawn  into  the  controversy  over  military 
training  in  the  high  school,  it  might  be  well  for  us  to  consider 
what  the  policy  of  the  College  is  with  reference  to  the  civic 
affairs  of  Carbondale. 

We  should  understand,  I  think,  that  every  member  of  the 
College  staff  who  is  a  native  born  or  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  who  is  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  enjoys  all  the 
privileges  of  citizenship  in  Carbondale,  regardless  of  how  long  or 
how  short  a  time  he  may  have  lived  here.   This  means  that,  as  a 
citizen,  he  has  a  right  to  express  his  opinions  about  any  matter  of 
general  concern  to  the  people  and  to  use  his  influence  for  or  against 
any  proposition  that  involves  the  public  welfare  which  may  come  up. 
This  right  he  has  regardless  of  what  may  be  the  attitude  of  other 
faculty  members  or  administrative  officers. 

I  believe,  however,  that  it  is  important  for  faculty  mem- 
bers to  remember  that  their  outside  activities  as  citizens  should  not 
be  confused  v/ith  their  positions  in  the  College.   This  would  mean 
that  no  Individual  member  of  the  staff,  including  the  President,  has 
any  right  in  a  civic  controversy  to  express  the  attitude  of  the 
College  or  of  the  faculty  unless  he  has  been  definitely  delegated  to 
do  so  by  the  Administration  in  the  one  instance  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  faculty  in  the  other.  A  faculty  member,  when  he  engages  in  civic 
activities  of  any  sort  should  not  expect  any  special  consideration  by 
virtue  of  his  position,  no   more  than  he  should  be  expected  to  be  any 
more  reticent  than  anyone  else  because  of  it.   It  is' important  too, 
I  think,  for  "instructors  in  the  C  ollege  to  remember  that  students 
who  are  not  qualified  voters  in  the  city  of  Carbondale  have  no  right 
to  intrude  themselves  into  civic  matters  that  concern  Carbondale  only. 
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There  is  a  further  caution,  I  think,  which  should  apply 
to  everyone  who  engages  in  any  public  controversy,  but  which  teach- 
ers, Judges,  and  physicians,  because  of  the  authority  which  they  are 
accustomed  to  exercise  in  their  work,  may  be  more  prone  to  forget 
than  would  lawyers,  salesmen,  or  small  business  proprietors.   That 
is,  when  we  enter  into  the  discussion  of  a  controversial  issue,  we 
must  be  prepared  to  enter  into  debate  on  even  terms  with  our  op- 
ponents, to  preserve  our  good  humor  at  all  times,  to  keep  the  dis- 
cussion on  an  entirely  Impersonal  plane,  to  state  our  attitudes  and 
our  opinions  clearly,  forcefully,  courageously,  and  vigorously,  and 
then  be  ready  to  be  happy  if  they  are  accepted  and  acted  upon  by  the 
majority,  or  entirely  unchagrined  if  they  are  ignored  or  rejected. 

The  greatest  philosophers  who  have  ever  lived  have  had  to 
see  their  advice  disregarded  more  often  than  it  was  accepted.   'When 
we  are  right,  as  Phillip  LaFollette  said  when  he  \raa  defeated  for 
the  Governorship  four  years  ago,  "We  can  afford  to  wait,  for  the 
thunder  of  Jove  is  on  cur  side".   When  we  are  wrong,  of  course,  we 
ought  to  be  voted  down,  and  it  is  not  impossible  that  we  may  some- 
times be  wrong.

Parent  Teacher  Association  Institute  This  Week 

The  Illinois  Council  of  Parent  Teachers  Associations  has 
asked  the  privilege  of  holding  an  institute  on  the  campus  this  week 
for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  teachers  with  the  work  of  the  Parent 
Teacher  Associations.   Tills  has  been  done  regularly  here  during  the 
past  several  summers.   Members  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
of  the  practice  teaching  staff  are  asked  to  cooperate  with  Mrs. 
Jackson  in  all  reasonable  ways  to  make  her  work  here  effective.   Mr. 
Cisne  has  charge  of  the  arrangements  for  the  institute. 


Securing  the  Use  of  the  CCC  Camp  at  Wolf  Lake 

A  few  weeks  ago  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Merwin  a  number  of 
the  science  and  social  studies  departments  started  a  movement  to 
secure  for  the  College  the  use  of  the  abandoned  CCC  camp  at  Wolf 
Lake.   This  camp,  located  as  it  is  at  a  point  where  there  are  some 
of  the  finest  opportunities  for  geological  study  in  the  whole  state 
of  Illinois  and  where  an  almost  complete  range  of  growing  conditions 
for  biological  specimens  is  also. present,  would  make  an  excellent 
place  for  field  trips  for  the  science  classes  and  for  advanced  work 
in  biological  and  earth  sciences. 

Mr.  Nolen  made  a  trip  last  week  to  see  the  Regional  Forester 
at  Harrisburg,  who  has  charge  of  the  camp  at  Harrisburg.   The 
following  is  his  report. 

Mr.  Horton,  the  Regional  Forester,  reported  that  they  have 
complete  Jurisdiction  of  the  camp,  that  at  the  present  time  it  has 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  National  Youth  Administration. 
When  they  are  through  with  the  camp,  it  will  be  at  the  disposal  of 
the  colleges  of  the  state.   The  Federal  government  will  keep  it 
under  its  Jurisdiction  and  maintain  it  under  a  caretaker,  and  will 
call  for  it  only  in  case  it  is. absolutely  needed  for  governmental 
purposes.   The  National  Youth  Administration  plans  to  use  the  camp 
for  the  next  three  months  only.   If  they  do  use  the  site  for  a 
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longer  period,  they  are  quite  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  colleges 
of  the  state  at  any  tine  any  of  them  wish  to  use  it.

A  Recommendation  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Correlation  of  the  Schedule 

The  committee  working  on  the  correlation  of  the  fall  schedule 
requests  that  the  following  recommendations  be  made  to  department 
heads: . 

1.  That  during  registration,  sections  in  required  subjects 
be  closed  at  a  definite  figure  (to  be  determined  by  the 
department)  in  order  that  the  load  nay  be  distributed 
evenly  throughout  the  year. 

2.  That  henceforth  more  required  courses  be  scheduled  for  the 
seventh  hour.   The  schedule  this  year  more  nearly  approaches 
an  equal  distribution  than  the  one   a  year  ago,  but  there 

is  still  an  unfortunate  concentration  in  the  second,  third, 
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and  sixth  hours  and  an  especially  light  offering  in  the 
seventh. 

3.   That  the  student  load  be  15-17  hours  in  the  junior  college 
and  14-18  in  the  senior  college  and  that  deviations  from 
this  load  be  permitted  only  upon  the  approval  of  the 
president  or  the  dean. 


Opening  the  Fall  Term 

As  has  been  previously  announced,  registration  days  for 
freshmen  for  the  fall  term  will  be  on  September  4  and  5,  the  Friday 
and  Saturday  prior  to  regular  registration.   Freshman  sponsors  have 
volunteered  to  be  present  on  Friday,  September  4,  to  assist  with  the 
Freshman  Orientation  program.   Faculty  members  who  are  not  freshman 
sponsors  are  requested  to  be  on  the  campus  on  Saturday,  September  5. 
Classes  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  8. 

The  regular  faculty  meeting  for  the  month  of  September  will, 
be  held  on  Tuesday  instead  of  on  Monday  evening  of  the  first  week 
of  school  at  four  o'clock  in  front  of  Section  III  in  the  Auditorium. 


The  Chi cago  Conferences 

Along  with  several  other  members  of  the  faculty,  I  attended 
a  part  of  the  conference  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  most  of 
the  conference  at  Northwestern  University.   I  came  away  with  the 
impression  that  the  problems  we  are  facing  here  are  pretty  generally 
recognized  among  college  people  everywhere  and  that  we  are  no  more 
in. the  dark  about  final  solutions  for  most  of  them  than  everybody 
else.  While  we  found  the  conferences  interesting  and  stimulating, 
lir.  Warren  and  I  agreed  that  not  much  material  was  presented  that 
has  not  been  thoroughly  considered  and  well  understood  on  this 
campus. 

At  the  University  of  Chicago  the  question  under  discussion 
was  tests  and  examinations  for  college  students,  particularly  com- 
prehensive examinations  for  determining  the  degree  to  which  the 
student's  education  in  the  courses  has  really  been  assimilated.   At 
Northwestern  University  the  subject  under  discussion  was  survey 
courses  in  the  major  fields  of  study.   Both  the  survey  courses  and 
the  comprehensive  examinations  are  devices  by  which  colleges  are 
undertaking  to  solve  some  fundamental  problems  of  education. 

Among  these  problems  are:   First,  the  fact  that  the  extreme 
practice  of  a  free  elective  system  has  frequently  resulted  in  giving 
the  Individual  student  an  overspecialized,  disjointed,  crazy-patch 
quilt  type  of  education  which  did  not  work  effectively  to  improve 
the  student's  adjustment  to  the  world  in  which  he  lives.   Second, 
college  education  has  become  highly  formalized  and  largely  unrelated 
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to  the  workaday  world  beyond  the  campus.   Third,  the  system  of  set 
courses  and  credits  has  distracted  the  student's  attention  from  his 
real  purpose  as  a  student,  which  is  the  acquisition  of  insight  and 
power  and  understanding,  to  the  making  of  grades  and  the  accumulating 
of  credits.   Education  has  become  quantitative  rather  than  qualita- 
tive.  It  has  come  to  be  measured  by  the  amount  of  time  a  student 
sleeps  in  class  rather  than  by  what  he  knows,  what  he  feels,  what 
he  understands,  and  what  he  can  do. 

These  problems  are  very  real  problems  that  the  college 
should  undertake  to  solve.   Discreetly  and  intelligently  used,  both 
the  survey  course  and  the  comprehensive  examination  may  be  helpful 
in  improving  the  situation,  but  they  are  no  panaceas  that  will  work 
magic  change  through  their  mere  adoption.   It  is  much  more  important 
that  every  college  teacher  understand  the  problems  and  work  constant- 
ly and  intelligently  to  meet  them  as  chances  present  themselves  to 
do  so  than  it  is  that  we  adopt  any  particular  kind  of  course,  any 
particular  form  of  organization,  or  any  particular  device  for  the 
measurement  of  results. 

It  appeared  to  me  that  some  of  the  survey  courses  that  were 
described  had  very  dubious  value  in  meeting  these  fundamental 
problems  and  that  they  did  cheapen  college  education.   These  we  do 
not  want  to  imitate.   On  the  other  hand,  the  Head  of  the  Art  Depart- 
ment at  Stevens  College,  Columbia,  Missouri,  described  a  Fine  Arts 
survey  course  that  appealed  to  me  strongly  as  a  kind  of  course  that 
it  would  be  well  for  every  student  to  have. 

The  gist  of  the  whole  matter  is  that  in  going  forward  to 
new  ways  of  doing  our  work  we  need  to  be  critical  of  every  proposal 
that  is  made.   The. mere  fact  that  many  other  colleges  are  doing  a 
particular  thing  at  a  given  time  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  it 
is  the  thing  to  do.   On  the  other  hand,  it  is  out  of  desirable 
variants  that  progress  comes.   We  should  be  alert  to  find  out  about 
these  desirable  variants,  no  matter  where  they  appear.

Faculty  members  will  please 
announce  it  in  their  classes  early  this  week. 
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
